Conference On 
Game Birds Set 
At Hood College 


“Upland Game Birds: A 
Maryland Challenge”’ is a first- 
of-its kind conference, spon- 
sored by the Conservation 
Federation of Maryland, with 
the Maryland Farm Bureau and 
the Maryland Department of 
Natural Resources, to be held 
on October 22 at Hood College in 
Frederick. The day-long pro- 
ceedings will provide a forum 
for sportsmen’s’ clubs, 
academics, government 
agencies, the agricultural com- 
munity, environmental groups 
and interested citizens to focus 
attention on upland game birds 
(especially pheasants and 
quail). The conference will 
enable a collective search for 
solutions to difficulties the birds 
face, especially habitat loss. 

In the morning, officials from 
Maryland and neighboring 
Pennsylvania will discuss the 
current status of the birds, 
farming methods (including no- 
till and recent innovations), 
pesticides and herbicides, the 
changing uses of traditional 
farm land, and incentives to 
landowners to maintain game 
habitat. A speaker from the 
Minnesota Conservation 
Federation will explain game 
components of that state's 
‘Reinvest in Minnesota’’ 
program; a representative 
from the Pennsylvania Game 
Commission will address costs 
versus benefits of stocking 
birds; a professor from South- 
ern Illinois University will 
share his views on quail 
management; and a member of 
the Illinois Natural History Sur- 
vey will make a presentation 
about pheasant habitat. 

In the afternoon, four con- 
current workshops will take 
place: Habitat, Stocking, 
Funding Alternatives, and 
Seasons, Access and Regula- 
tions. There will be a cash bar 
and dinner, followed by a 
summary session to develop 
written recommendations for 
the Department of Natural 
Resources. The goal of the con- 
ference is to increase citizen 
participation in decisions that 
encourage agricultural and 
economic growth in the state 
and the conservation of these 
bird species.

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Disease May 
Help Control 
Multiflora Rose 


Farmers have tried just 
about every possible means o/ 
controlling multiflora rose, i 
hardy bush which grows nearly 
everywhere on the east coast 
Repeated cutting, treatment 
with herbicides, even grazing 
by goats have been tried. Each 
seems to work for a while, but 
the bushes always come back. 

But what people have been 
unable to accomplish, nature 
may do for them, according to 
two West Virginia University 
scientists. 

A disease which appears to 
kill the noxious multiflora rose 
is slowly spreading toward 
West Virginia from the west, 
according to entomologist 
James W. Amrine and plant 
pathologist Dale F. Hindal of 
the College of Agriculture and 
Forestry at WVU 

‘Rose Rosette: A Fatal 
Disease of Multiflora Rose,”’ a 
full-color circular authored by 
the two researchers, describes 
in detail the symptoms of the 
disease 

The disease is spread from 
plant to plant by a tiny mite, so 
small that it can be carried for 
miles by the wind 

The multiflora rose plant has 
been not only a headache for 
farmers, but an embarrass- 
ment for agricultural research- 
ers and Extension agents. Soil 
conservation agencies and 
universities in several states 
promoted the plant as ‘‘a living 
fence”’ in the 1940s and ’50s 

According to a West Virginia 
Agricultural and Forestry 
Experiment Station bulletin 
issued in 1960, the Soil Conser- 
vation Service distributed six 
million multiflora rose plants in 
West Virginia between 1943 and 
1957 the West Virginia 
Conservation Commission pro- 
vided with an addi- 
tional seven million during the 
period. Farmers were 
advised to plant the bushes 
thickly along fencerows and to 
use it for erosion control, live- 
stock and wildlife 
cover 

As early as 1952, a researcher 
named J.B.R. Dickey 
pointing out hazards of 
multiflora rose At a con- 
ference held at the Jackson's 
Mill 4-H camp that year, Dickey 

illed the 
weed in pastures and on idle 
land."’ But his warnings were 
ignored, and the 19610 WVU 
bulletin said spreading of multi- 
flora rose could be easily con- 
trolled 

Researchers being 
particularly careful not to 
repeat the mistakes of a gener- 
ation ago with the Rose Rosette 
disease Although many 
farmers plagued by multiflora 
roses have requested that the 
disease be artificially intro 
duced into West Virginia, WVU

Research is continuing into 
possible side effects of the intro- 
duction, natural or artificial, of 
the rose rosette disease. It has 
been discovered that the mites 
can feed on and infect some 
varieties of ornamental roses 
Tests on other plants related to 
roses, such as apple and peach 
trees and blackberry bushes, 
have so far uncovered no other 
species susceptible to 
rosette

September Is 
Nat. Honey Month 


September has been declared 
National Honey Month by the 
National Honey Board to honor 
the honey industry in the United 
States 

Honey, the world’s oldest 
sweetener, is being promoted in 
back-to-school honey pro- 
motions, and the U.S. Postal 
Service is issuing a limited 
edition “honey bee’’ stamp 
during September. 

Honey, which has more 
sweetening power than sugar, is 
an invert sugar formed by an 
enzyme from natural floral 
nectar gathered by honey bees 
and manufactured into a stable, 
high density food. It takes the 
nectar of two million flowers to 
make one pound of honey 

Maryland’s beekeepers pro- 
duced about 245,000 pounds of 
honey in 1987, at an average of 
63 cents per pound. Most Mary- 
land beekeepers are hobbyists 
who supply friends, relatives 
and local outlets with products 
of the hive. Nationally, part- 
timers manage 50 percent of all 
bee colonies and produce about 
40 percent of the honey 
extracted in the United States 

Although colonies of honey 
bees are located in all areas of 
the state, many of the larger 
beekeeping operations are

Post-Drought Strategies 
Beef and sheep producers suffering the effects of the drought 
may want to do some early planning for the fall and winter 
months. The following are some helpful suggestions: 

*Take a feed inventory and then calculate your feed needs from 
now until the next harvest year. Next, estimate your yields on 
feedstuffs not yet harvested. Calculate your feed deficit. 

*Look for alternative feeds early and compare prices on a dry 
nutrient basis. Be careful not to overprice high-moisture feeds. If 
you purchase hay, do so by weight—not by the bale. 

*Plan to test your feeds for nutrient content and possible nitrate 
levels. 

*Consider purchasing small grain straw for the beef herd if it is 
available. 

*Supplement to meet mineral-vitamin needs especially when 
using alternative or non-traditional feeds. Cow/calf producers 
should consider a mixture of: 40% Dicalcium phosphate, 23% 
Trace mineral salt, 30% Selenium 200 premix, 5% Vitamin E 
premix, 2% Vitamin A premix.

Years Have Revolutionized Harvesting

OPERATOR’S MANUAL IS 
ONE KEY TO UNLOCKING 
HARVESTING EFFICIENCY 

There's no denying ‘“‘exper- 
ience”’ is a good teacher. But 
when it comes to fine-tuning a 
combine for peak harvesting 
efficiency, checking ‘‘the 
manual”’ is a good idea 

“One of the best ways to get 
the most from a combine is to 
carefully read the operator's 
manual,"’ according to Larry 
Barquist, service manager for 
John Deere Harvester Works. 
“A great deal of information 
goes into our operator's 
manual. We encourage farmers 
to read it often and review it 
every year before harvest and 
work with their dealer if they 
have any questions.” 

Precise combine adjustment 
is crucial to optimum per- 
formance and harvesting effic- 
iency. ‘Improper adjustments 
lower the efficiency of the com- 
bine and cost time and money in 
repairs and lost crop income,” 
Barquist said 

There are five basic func- 
tional areas that can be 
adjusted on a combine, 
Barquist noted. ‘‘The operator's

points for adjusting the equip- 
ment to specific crop condi- 
tions.” 

Cutting and feeding, the first 
functional area of the combine, 
is critical to a successful har- 
vest but often overlooked when 
adjustments are made. ‘‘The 
header is one of the most often 
neglected areas of a combine, 
yet it affects everything that 
happens in the other functional 


areas,"’ said the Deere service 
manager 
‘‘The manual provides 


instructions for pickup speed, 
adjustment, header leveling, 
hydraulic adjustment and other 
fine-tuning activities.”’ 

The threshing area is the 
second functional area of the 
combine and is the most impor- 
tant area for a successful har- 
vest. The cylinder and concave 
provide 100 percent of the 
threshing and about 90 percent 
of the grain separation. Bar- 
quist noted that anything less 
than top performance in this 
area of the combine adversely 
affects productivity 

The Deere combine 
operator’s manual provides 
detailed cylinder speed and con- 
cave clearance guidelines to 
minimize under-threshing, 
over-threshing and grain dam- 
age 

As a general rule of thumb, 
said Barquist, the front concave 
spacing should be about twice 


as wide as the rear spacing. He 
added that John Deere com- 
bines also feature an adjust- 
ment for leveling the concave 

The third functional area of 
the combine is separating. Most 
separation takes place in the 
cylinder-concave area, and any 
remaining grain is removed as 
the crop material moves over 
the straw walkers 
Correct separator speed is 
important for the walkers to 
perform efficiently. ‘A change 
of only a few rpms can cause 
the walkers and cleaning shoe 
to do a poor job. Having the 
drives in good condition and the 
engine speed properly set is 
very important,” said Barquist. 
The manner in which separ- 
ated grain is delivered to the 
cleaning shoe greatly affects 
cleaning efficiency 

“There are two basic adjust- 
ments in the cleaning shoe area, 
the opening spacing of the 
chaffer and sieve and the clean- 
ing fan air velocity,’’ Barquist 
explained. ‘‘Since the opening 
size affects air velocity, each 
adjustment must be made with 
the other in mind. The smaller 
the opening, the greater the air 
velocity.” 

Again, Barquist 
operator’s manual 
these different settings 
detail 

The grain-handling function 
of the combine involves the 
actual movement of the grain 
from the final cleaning area to 
the grain tank, and from there 
through the unloading auger 
into a truck or wagon. 

Barquist pointed out there are 
relatively few adjustments that 
can be made in this area of the 
combine, but the operator's 
manual explains them in detail 

‘The key to operating today’s 
combine at peak efficiency is to 
have every aspect of it adjusted 
for optimum performance,” 
concluded Barquist. ‘‘The oper- 
ator’s manual and local dealer 
support personnel are the best 
sources of information.”

released by the Urban 
Research and Development 
Corporation (URDC). Members 
of the URDC staff will be 
presenting thier findings and 
answering questions. 

The report presents recrea- 
tional carrying capacity infor- 
mation and suggested manage- 
ment guidelines for the protec- 
tion of Deep Creek Lake and the 
surrounding buffer strip as a 
quality recreational 
natural resource. The indepen- 
dent study, which began in July 
of 1987, was completed for the 
Forest, Park and Wildlife Ser- 
vice of the Maryland Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources 

The study was conducted with

“A Sound You Can Live With... Test Your 
Detector!’’ Such is the theme of the 1988 Fire 
Prevention Week which has been designated for next 
week, October 9-15. 

With the arrival of beautiful autumn colors and 
the frosty fall mornings comes a huge increase in the 
risk of fire in our homes. Just yesterday morning, 
when the temperature approached the freezing 
mark, the Oakland Volunteer Fire Department was 
called to its first flue fire of the season. At about 1 
p.m., they were called to assist Mt. Grove and 
Aurora VFDs on an attic fire at Horse Shoe Run. 
Last night just before 9 p.m., they were summoned 
to assist the Terra Alta VFD ona house fire at Alpine 
Lake, also presumably caused by a heat-related 
problem. 

What makes the fall season a particularly 
dangerous time for house fires is the use of home 
heating devices, whether they be wood stoves, 
kerosene heaters, or regular furnaces, without first 
making sure that they are in proper operating 
condition. The flue from a wood stove is quite likely 
full of creosote and soot which collected there during 
the spring heating season, when fires are not burned 
as hot as they are in the dead of winter. The kerosene 
heater that has collected dust all summer is often 
put back into use without proper maintenance and 
cleaning. The heat tapes around water pipes, which 
are now re-activated, may be too old and the plastic 
insulation covering the wires may be cracked. 

These are only a few of the dozens of problems 
and dangers associated with home heat sources. 
Now is the time for all homeowners to survey their 
equipment and properly prepare it for another 
heating season. If more persons would do so, 
literally thousands of lives would be saved each 
year. 

But back to the theme for Fire Prevention 
Week; according to a survey by the National Fire 
Protection Association, in just over a decade, three 
fourths of United States homes have obtained smoke 
detectors. That's the good news. However, the latest 
statistics indicate that more than a third of the 
detectors are not operational. 

In Maryland it is a law that all residences be 
equipped with smoke detectors. We believe this is an 
excellent law, but if the detectors are not being kept 
operational, the purpose is obviously defeated. 

A smoke alarm costs less than $10 and the 
battery to operate it for at least one full season runs 
about $1.50. Maintenance of home heating 
equipment often costs nothing more than a little bit 
of our time. Such an expense, that could save our 
homes and possibly our very lives, seems to be an 
exceedingly wise investment. 
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We are very grateful to Don 
Sincell, Craig Philips and the 
staff of The Republican for the 
feature story about the Humane 
Society 

I do hope everyone either 
read it or was told about it so if 
there is abuse it is reported. We 
do all we can to stop the abuse 
with the excellent help of 
Sheriff Van Evans and his

Never a week goes by that we 
are not called about abuse 
starvation, beatings, no shelter, 
no water, dogs tied to dog 
houses with short chains, many 
out in 80 and 90 degree 
temperatures with no shade and 
animals with chains grown in 
their necks 

Article 27 Section 59,

THE GOOD OLD DAYS 
CORNER GROCERIES AND NEIGHBORHOOD DELIS 
By Governor William Donald Schaefer 

As I was growing up in Baltimore it seemed there was a small 
grocery store or deli on every corner. There was one on the corner 
near my house. And they were all run by a family—a mother and 
father, sons and daughters, even grandsons and granddaughters 
Those were the good old days of small businesses, individual 
attention, specialized service 

Several weeks ago I attended the 1988 Maryland Conference 
on Small Business sponsored by the Maryland Chamber of 
Commerce. It was an eye-opening experience. | have discovered 
that the good old days are alive and well in Maryland 

Let me tell you a little bit about what I learned. First, some 
fascinating statistics. Did you know that 

¢ 98 percent of the 101,000 businesses in Maryland have fewer 
than 100 employees? 

¢ almost 50 percent of all Maryland businesses have fewer 
than five employees? 

In other words, small businesses are still the backbone of our 
economy. Not only do they represent those good old days, they are 
the key to all those good old days we hope to talk about 50 years 
from now 

It is no secret that large manufacturing employment in Mary- 
land, and in many other states, has significantly declined. What 
many of us don’t recognize, however, is the tremendous number 
of small business manufacturers and small service businesses 
that have grown up in its place. In many cases, Maryland 
business has become small business 

We are very fortunate. Maryland has one of the strongest 
economies in the country. We ranked second in the nation in 1987 
in the number of new businesses formed. And you guessed it—the 
overwhelming majority of those businesses were small 
businesses with less than 100 employees 

Most often, the chance for new employment opportunity lies 
with small firms. They provide two out of three job seekers with 
their first employment experience. They provide women and 
minorities with their greatest opportunity for ownership. They 
provide the diverse economic base for our cities and our com 
munities 

There are some good reasons for the tremendous success of 
these small businesses. The nature of our world economy has 
changed. Our society now requires fast and innovative responses 
from the business community 
able of responding to those needs and those opportunities than 
large businesses. That is the secret to their current success and to 
future successes 

That is certainly the case with all those high tech and bio tech 
companies we hear so much about today. Of the 750 high tech- 
nology companies in Maryland, more than 90 percent are small 
businesses with 10 or fewer employees. These owner-operated 
firms represent the best spirit of our country’s entrepreneurial 
spirit—taking a good idea and making it work 

What can we do to help today’s small businessman or 
businesswoman? How can we promote small business invest- 
ment, efficiency, and productivity over the next 15 years? What 
can we do to help small businesses expand their place in the 
national and international marketplace? Those were some of the 
questions we tried to answer during the Chamber’s Small 
Business Conference 

We are already doing a lot in the state of Maryland to give 
small businesses the support and the specialized information they 
need to grow and succeed. We have been particularly supportive 
of small manufacturing firms. We must work to reclaim our lost 
manufacturing jobs. This is important for Maryland and it is 
important for our nation. Too many jobs and too many industries 
have relocated to other countries. We must work with these small 
manufacturing operations to help them train and retrain workers, 
modernize and retool their plants, and learn to take advantages of 
the new technology 

We will be doing even more for small businesses in the future 
During the next two months, the Maryland Department of 
Economic and Employment Development will be opening a net- 
work of Small Business Development Centers aimed directly at 
helping aspiring entrepreneurs and small businesses. These 
centers will be spread throughout the state—Baltimore City, Elk- 
ton, Hagerstown, LaPlata, and Montgomery County 

They will bring together ‘‘experts’’ from federal, state, and 
local government, as well as area colleges and universities and 
the private sector to provide the personal business counseling, 
training, and technological services that small businesses often 
cannot afford. This will be a cooperative effort calling on all 
segments of our state and communities 

It is this kind of program and this kind of outreach that keeps 
government responsive and vigorous. With a little thought and a 
little imagination, we can protect those corner delis and those 
mom and pop groceries we treasured so much in the good old 
days. That's what government is all about

By County Youth 
In 4-H Contest 


For the second time in three 
years, a registered colt has 
been donated to the Garrett 
County 4H Program to be 
awarded to a deserving youth 
between the ages of eight and 
19. The weanling Quarter Horse 
colt has been donated by Deep 
Creek Quarter Horses owned by 
John and Brenda Ackerman 

The colt will be awarded to a 
Garrett County youth as the 
result of a county-wide contest 
The selection will be based on 
an application, workshop 
attendance, an essay and a final 
interview 

Initial applications will be 
available at the Garrett County 
Extension Office. The appli- 
cation asks for such _ infor- 
mation as facilities for keeping 
or boarding the horse; number 
of other horses sharing the 
facility; kind of pasture avail 
able; and the facilities avail- 
able for riding, such as a ring, 
trails or open fields. These facil- 
ities may not be a deciding 
factor, but will show the youth's 
ability to care for the colt 

The application explains that 
as the winner of the contest, the 
recipient of the colt must agree 
to be an active 4-H member ina 
club; to submit a 4-H project 
record book; to the 
animal as a project for two 
years; to be responsible for all 
care and costs of the horse; to 
have the animal gelded by two- 
years of age; and if unable to 
care for the animal, the recip- 
ient agrees to return the colt to 
the Garrett County 4-H 
gram within the two-year 
period 

The application will be 
followed by a series of work- 
shops. The workshops will in- 
clude such topics as: general 
knowledge of horses: basic care 
including safety and nutrition; 
basic training; record keeping; 
and a review offering hands-on 
experience. All applicants will 
receive a schedule of workshops 
and other details 

After the workshops are com- 
pleted, applicants will be re- 
quired to complete an essay 
This essay will be reviewed by a 
selection committee, and along 
with an interview, will be used 
to make the final selection 

Parental or guardian involve- 
ment is seen aS an important 
factor in owning a horse, and 
the selection process will in- 
clude parents. They will be 
asked to sign the application, 
attend the workshops along 
with the applicant, and be pres- 
ent at the interview 
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The final decision is expected 
to be made by the first of 
December, and the winner will 
be announced.

Yough River Plan 
To Be Discussed 


The draft of the 
Youghiogheny River Manage- 
ment Plan will be reviewed at 
the local Youghiogheny Ad- 
visory Board meeting schedul- 
ed for Thursday, October 13 at 
7:30 p.m. to be held in room 10 
at Garrett Community College 

The draft of the plan states 
that the uniqueness of the 
Youghiogheny River led to its 
designation as the first Mary- 
land Scenic and Wild River. The 
plan is intended, not to limit all 
development and--yse of the 
Youghiogheny River, but as a 
guide for effective river 
management 

The draft also states that it 
was ‘‘created for the citizens of 
Garrett County" and that ‘“‘a 
citizens advisory board was ap- 
pointed by the Maryland Scenic 
and Wild Rivers Review Board 
to guide the State planning ef- 
fort and make sure the final 
plan is responsive to those peo- 
ple most affected by its provi- 
sions.”’ 

The draft of the river 
management plan also states 
that emphasis was placed on 
several broad goals to guide the 
plan’s development: ‘“‘to pro 
vide for the cooperative 
management, conservation and 
protection of the Youghiogheny 
River, to develop a plan which 
is responsive to local concerns 
and retains local control over 
the management of the river 
wherever possible, and to ex- 
amine competing uses of the 
river and provide educational 
and recreational opportunities 
while maintaining the integrity 
of the river basin.”

Depression Is f Treatable Disease 


Mary, a fictitious 33-year-old 
secretary, has always been an 
optimistic and 
sidered herself happy; but for 
the last few weeks, she hasn't 
felt like herself 

She has no energy, doesn’t 
want to eat, has difficulty con- 
centrating and finds herself 
crying without any reason 

As a woman, Mary is twice as 
likely as a man to encounter a 
depression episode sometime 
during her life. 

But without knowing the 
symptoms or recognizing that 
help is available, Mary might 
struggle for months with the 
affliction 

Defining depression and 
recognizing its symptoms is 
difficult, but realizing that it is 
treatable and seeking help are 
the first steps to recovery, 
according to Van Nickell, 
assistant professor of 
behavioral medicine and 
psychiatry at West Virginia 
University 

“People should not be afraid 
of the notion of being 
depressed,"’ said Dr. Nickell 
“They need to realize it is treat- 
able. For someone to not seek 
psychiatric help is a shame 
because there is. help 
available.” 

Nickell said the first step in 
alleviating depression is 
“deciphering the grey area 
between the black and white” 
and diagnosing the difference 
between depression and just 
feeling down 

He pointed out that 
depression lasts two or more 
weeks, instead of one or two 
days as feeling down usually 
does, and carries symptoms of 
feeling sad, lack of ability to 
experience pleasure, trouble 
sleeping, loss of appetite and 
energy, difficulty concentrat- 
ing, crying spells, decreased 
sex drive and feelings of 
suicide 

Nickel said it is important to 
rule out medical problems 
which can produce symptoms 
similar to that of depression, 
such as thyroid disease, certain 
infections and the effects of 
various medications 

Once a depression diagnosis 
is made, the first step in 
treating the mental malady is to 
look for the cause. ‘‘We always 
look for what triggered the 
episode. Sometimes it’s 
something obvious, like the 
death of someone close to the 
patients. Other times, it’s not so 
obvious,”’ Nickell said. 

The most common precipitat- 
ing factor in depression is some 
type of loss, according to 
Nickell. Depression can arise 
from the loss of a spouse, a 
friend or a job or can be attri- 
buted to a change in life. It can 
also be triggered on the 
anniversary of an event 

At Chestnut Ridge Hospital, 
the new psychiatric care unit, 
three basic treatments are used 
for depression patients: psycho- 
therapy, medication and shock 
therapy, also known as Electro 
Convulsive Therapy (ECT) 

Nickell said the treatment 
prescribed is determined by the 
cause. If the cause is not a loss 
or if no psychological cause is 
found, it is presumed that 
there’s an imbalance in neuro- 
transmitters in the brain 

If a medical cause is found, 
anti<lepressant drugs may be 
used, if not, the patient may go 
into psychotherapy 

“The vast majority of people 
helped with medication can 
expect to achieve a full 
recovery,’’ said Nickell. ‘‘But 
the best treatment is to use a 
combination of psychotherapy 
and medication.” 

Nickell said ECT, which was 
overused and sometimes 
abused in the 1950s, got a ‘‘bad 
name” in the 1975 movie ‘‘One 
Flew Over the Cuckoo's Nest.”’ 

He added that when used in a 
controlled environment, ECT is 
effective in working with 
suicidal patients for whom 
other treatments have failed 

Nickell explained that during 
the procedure, patients are 
anesthetized, given muscle 
relaxants and then, a stimulus 
of electricity to induce a 
seizure. For some unexplained 
reason, Nickell said, the seizure 
helps to alleviate depression 

ECT offers an alternative to 
patients who can’t tolerate anti- 
depression medications and is 
often lifesaving, he added 

Although Nickell said 
depression is probably not more 
prevalent in society today that 
in the past, it is recognized 
more readily and is treated 
better 

He added that economic, 
social and hereditary factors 
may contribute to an 
individual's tendency toward 


person con 


depression 

Seven to 12 percent of women 
in the U.S experience 
depression some time during 
their compared to the 
three to seven percent of men 
who are afflicted with the 
mental ailment 

Ten to 20 percent of those 
depressed will attempt suicide, 
and a significant number of 
those will eventually die by 
suicide 

Nickell noted that people with 
a family history of depression 
or alcoholism are more prone to 
develop the illness. 

Most patients experience 
their first episode of depression 
between the ages of 20 and 40; 
and once a patient has had an 
episode, there is at least a 50 


lives 


percent risk of having another 
one 

Chestnut Ridge Hospital, 
which opened last November in 
Morgantown, has an adolescent 
treatment unit to treat and help 
parents recognize symptoms of 
depression in teenagers 

The hospital also provides in 
patient and out-patient services 
in a variety of psychiatric 
needs 

Nickell noted that most 
insurance companies pay a 
majority of hospital costs for 
psychiatric care, adding that 
the institution dedicates a 
percentage of its 
revenues to charity care

GINGER PEARS 

4 pounds pared, sliced pears 
8 cups sugar 
1 cup water 
2 teaspoons grated lemon rind 
3 tablespoons lemon juice 
4 pound gingerroot 

Place all ingredients in a pot. Cook slowly for 1 
hour. Seal into hot pint jars. Yields 4 pints. 


PEAR-BERRY CHEESECAKE 

2 tablespoons butter or margarine 
2 eggs 
‘2 cup sugar 
1 (8-ounce) carton commercial sour cream 
2 teaspoons vanilla extract 
2 (8-ounce) packages cream cheese, softened 
Microwaved graham cracker crust (recipe follows) 
1 (842-ounce) can pear halves in heavy syrup 
25 cup strawberry halves 
2 teaspoons cornstarch 
2 teaspoons lemon juice 

Place butter in a 3-quart glass bowl, microwave 
on HIGH for 45 seconds or until melted. Add next 5 
ingredients, and beat at medium speed of electric 
mixer until well blended. Cover with waxed paper, 
and microwave at HIGH for 5 to 6 minutes or until 
very hot, using a wire whisk, stir well every 2 minutes 
during cooking. (Mixture will become smooth as it 
cooks). Pour over microwaved graham cracker 
crust. Microwave at MEDIUM (50% power) for 6 to 9 
minutes or until almost set in center, giving the dish 
one quarter-turn every 3 minutes. (Mixture firms up 
as it chills). Cool thoroughly, and chill. Drain pears, 
reserving ‘2 cup liquid (add water, if necessary, to 
measure % cup). Slice each pear half into 4 wedges. 
Arrange pear wedges and strawberry halves on 
chilled cheesecake as desired. Combine reserved 
pear liquid, cornstarch, and lemon juice in a 2-cup 
glass measure, stir until cornstarch is dissolved. 
Microwave at HIGH for 1% to 2 minutes or until 
thickened, stirring once. Cool slightly, and spoon over 
cheesecake. Chill thoroughly before serving. Yield: 8 
servings. 
Microwaved Graham Cracker Crust: 
1 cup graham cracker crumbs 
2 tablespoons sugar 
3 tablespoons butter or margarine, melted 

Combine all ingredients. mix well, and press into 
a buttered 9-inch round baking dish. Microwave at 
HIGH for 1% minutes or until firm, rotating dish after 
1 minute. Yield: one 9-inch pie shell.

FALL PEARS 


Fall pears capture the essence of the season in their 
mellow goodness and glowing colors. Enjoy them right off the 
tree or baked in a pie or cobbler. 

Pears are a good low-calorie source for a spectrum of 
nutrients. They are a fairly good source of B vitamins and 
vitamin C. They are also a good source of dietary fiber, a 
nutritional factor several studies funded by the American 
Institute for Cancer Research have shown is important in 
helping reduce cancer risk. Pears can thus be a healthful 


addition to fruit salads, 


or served poached and spiced. 


Celebrate the return of the pear season with the following 


recipes. 


DOUBLE-CRUST PEAR PIE 
Pastry for deep-dish, double-crust 9-inch pie 
% cup firmly packed brown sugar 
1 tablespoon all purpose flour 
¥2 teaspoon ground cinnamon 
Dash of salt 
12 medium pears, peeled, cored, and coarsely 
chopped (about 8 cups) 

42 cup all purpose flour 
1 teaspoon lemon juice 
Y% cup butter or margarine, melted 
¥%, cup firmly packed brown sugar 

Roll half of pastry to 1/8inch thickness on a 
lightly floured surface, fit into a deep dish 9-inch pie 
plate. Combine % cup brown sugar, 1 tablespoon 
flour, cinnamon, and salt in a large bowl, stir well. 
Add pears, tossing lightly to coat, spoon into pastry 
shell. Combine % cup flour, lemon juice, butter, and 
% cup brown sugar, mix well, sprinkle over pears. 
Roll out remaining pastry to 1/8-inch thickness, and 
place over filling. Trim edges, then seal and flute. Cut 
slits to allow steam to escape. Bake at 350° for 1 hour. 
Yield: one 9-inch pie. 


PEAR PRESERVES 

10 large pears, peeled, cored, and chopped 
442 cups sugar 
3 cups water 
2 lemons, thinly sliced 

Place pears in a 3-quart Dutch oven, and add 
water to cover. Bring to a boil, then reduce heat to 
medium. Cover and cook until pears are tender 
(about 15 minutes). Drain well. Combine sugar and 3 
cups water in a 6-quart Dutch oven, bring to a boil, 
and cook 10 minutes (mixture will be a thin, 
transparent syrup). Remove from heat, and let cool 
15 minutes. Stir in pears and lemon slices, bring 
mixture to a rapid boil. Boil rapidly until pears are 
transparent (about 45 minutes), stirring occasionally. 
Pour pear mixture into a shallow 13x9x2-inch pan, 
skim off foam with a metal spoon. Let stand, 
uncovered, in a cool place for 12 hours, shake pan 
occasionally (do not stir) so pears will absorb the 
syrup. Skim off excess foam. Using a slotted spoon, 
spoon the fruit into hot sterilized jars. Bring syrup to 
a boil, pour over fruit, leaving ‘-inch headspace. 
Cover at once with metai lids, and screw bands tigi. 
Process in boiling water bath 10 minutes. Yield: 7 half 
pints. 


POACHED PEARS IN WINE 
8 medium pears 
1 cup sugar 
2 cups water 
2 cups rosé 
Grated rind of 1 lemon 
1 teaspoon lemon juice 
4 whole cloves 
1 (2-inch) stick cinnamon 
Additional grated lemon rind (optional) 

Peel pears, removing core from bottom end but 
leaving stems intact. Slice about % inch from bottom 
of each pear to make a flat base. Set pears aside. 
Combine next 7 ingredients in a 5-quart Dutch oven, 
bring to a boil over medium heat, stirring until sugar 
dissolves. Place pears in Dutch oven in an upright 
position. Cover and simmer for 20 minutes 
(straighten pears if they tilt while cooking). Using a 
slotted spoon, transfer to a 10x6x2-inch baking dish. 
Strain syrup, and pour over pears, cover and 
refrigerate until chilled. Spoon spears and syrup into 
dessert dishes, sprinkle with lemon rind, if desired.

CLOSING A SEASONAL 
HOME 

To avoid unpleasant surprises 
next spring, a number of things 
have to be done now in your 
house if it is to be closed for a 
few months or all winter 

Shut off electricity betore 
working on any appliance. Dust 
covers should not be sealed 
tight; moisture collecting 
underneath could rust metal 
parts. Leave a note at the appli- 
ance detailing what was discon- 
nected for springtime 

1) Winterize Major Appli- 
ances: On refrigerators discon- 
nect electricity and set the num 
bered dial inside the appliance 
to off. Defrost and drain the 
freezer section. Clean interior 
with baking soda solution and 
dry. Empty and clean bottom 
drain pan. Leave an opened box 
of baking soda inside and block 


the door open to prevent mildew 
and off odors. For refrigerators 
with disconnect 
water one day ahead of winter- 
izing, shut off electricity after 
all ice is off, drain all water 
from supply tubing 

On dishwashers 
tuses, turn off water, disconnect 
water supply lines attached to 
both sides of water inlet valve, 
drain. Disconnect drain 
from side of pump and motor 
assembly and drain (about one 
pint water) 

Clothes washers will need to 
have the water supply turned 
off and fill hoses disconnected 
Pour quart of undiluted 
Propylene Glycol into the 
washer tub.

In anticipation of National 
AIDS Awareness Month in Oc- 
tober, the AIDS Administration 
of the Maryland Department of 
Health and Mental Hygiene 
(DHMH), in conjunction with 
Penn Advertising of Baltimore, 
Inc., has unveiled a statewide 
billboard campaign to educate

A new class at West Virginia 
University called ‘“‘The Aging 
Woman” explores the dif- 
ference gender makes in the 
aging process. 

“Women experience unique 
problems as they get older, 
which often have been 
neglected,”’ said Rick Briggs, a 
former resident of Friendsville 
and now director of the WVU 
Gerontology Center and co- 
teacher of the class. 

For instance, older women 
are much more likely to be 
economically disadvantaged 
than men, he said. 

“There are twice as many 
elderly women living alone than 
men but the median income for 
females in usually two-thirds 
less than their counterparts,” 
Briggs explained. ‘‘This is 
because most women receive 
the lowest salaries in their pro- 
fessions throughout their 
careers.” 

Their benefits are much dif- 
ferent, too, he added. ‘“‘The 
work history of women is 
frequently spotty because their 
careers are often interrupted to 
have children or to travel with 
their husbands as they move in 
their jobs. They haven't had the 
opportunity to establish con- 
sistency toward accruing bene- 
fits.” 

There may be a great deal of 
employment discrimation 
against older women which can 
hamper their job search efforts 
as well, Briggs noted. 

“Entire lifestyles may be 
negatively affected by these 
experiences aS a woman grows 
older,”’ Briggs said. 

Women tend to outlive their 
spouses by about 15 years, 
according to the educator 

‘That’s a major life adjust- 
ment for someone who has 
spent an entire life with another 
person,”’ he said 

The class explores the 
physical and psychological 
changes involved in the aging 
process as well as public policy, 
economic issues and the 
women’s movement.

“We are really happy to be 
able to offer this course,” 
Briggs commented. ‘‘It’s taken 
three years, and a lot of 
people's hard work, to be able to 
offer it. We've got a great mix 
of students, too, which demon- 
strates that there’s some wide 
interest in the subject. About 25 
male and female students, 
young and old, are enrolled for 
personal and professional 
reasons,” he added. 

Center for Women's Studies 
Director Dr. Judith Stitzel said, 
“I am very excited about this 
class. Aging is a problem that 
every woman must cope with, 
but perhaps some of the 
problems and discriminations 
plaguing elderly women can be 
alleviated by dealing with the 
problem now. This class can be 
a tremendous plus for pre- 
venting problems later.”

In September, all employees 
were trained to use their eyes 
and ears to identify older people 
in potential trouble, and as of 
October 1, the company’s Gate- 
keeper program was underway. 
“It’s really a partnership be- 
tween the company and 
agencies on aging that are 
based in the communities 
served by Potomac Edison,” a 
PE spokesman said. 


When Potomac Edison 
employees, or Gatekeepers, 
come in contact with older 
customers who may need help, 
a company Gatekeeper repre- 
sentative will call a_ local 
agency on aging. Once an 
agency is notified about elderly 
people who may need help, out- 
reach workers will make an 
assessment and talk to these 
people, matching them to ser- 
vices that meet their needs. 

“It may be that a meter 
reader notices lots of old news- 
papers piled up in a customer’s 
yard,” said Jo Mullendore 
supervisor of residential 
activities. “I know of one 
instance when a elderly woman 
asked a utility company 
employee to help her open a can 
of soup, and once it was open, 
she began eating from the can 
immediately. Obviously, she 
needed some help.”’ 

At the September training 
sessions, employees were 
taught to look for specific signs 
that indicate a person may need 
help and will carry cards witha 
list of these warning signs in 
their wallets 


Carol Crosen, a division 
meter reading supervisor in 
Winchester, Va., is a Gate- 
keeper representative who will 
make referrals to a local 
agency 

“If there is a need, then we're 
there on the spot and can get an 
elderly customer some help 
through the agency on aging,”’ 
she said 

Potomac Edison is simply 
making a connection between 
vulnerable, older Americans, 
and services that may help 
them, Mullendore said 
‘Potomac Edison isn’t serving 
as a social agency, but as a link 
between people and services.” 

Through other programs, 
Potomac Edision has been 
serving as a Gatekeeper all 
along, Mullendore said. 
Weatherization programs, 
special payment plans and the 
life support system plan help 
meet the needs of many 
customers, including the 
elderly. The third-party notifi- 
cation plan is another customer 
program that closely meets the 
goals of Gatekeeper. 

Michele Wills, who works at 
the Washington County Com- 
mission on Aging, said the Gate- 
keeper Program will assist her 
agency in locating older 
residents who need some extra 
help with health care, trans- 
portation, financial planning, 
home care and meals. Often, 
these elderly people are not 
aware that these services exist, 
Wills said 

“This program really keeps 
the gates of community support 
open for the elderly,’’ she said. 
“It is especially hard for us to 
reach people in rural areas, and 
they don’t know about these ser- 
vices that can help them.” 

A tree symbolizes the Gate- 
keeper Program because it 
illustrates a stronger, healthier 
life for older Americans. 
“Potomac Edison employees, 
and Gatekeepers at other 
companies throughout the 
United States, serve as roots to 
link these elderly people to the 
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nourishment and help that they 
need for a better life,’’ Wills

Capt. Hoye’s Book 


“Pioneer Families of Garrett 
County’’, the printing of Cap- 
tain Charles E. Hoye’s book, 
will be published on November 
1, 1988. It will mark the comple- 
tion of a literary effort by the 
Garrett County Historical 
Society, who assembled the 
book from the writings of the 
late Capt. Hoye. It includes 
geneological and historical in- 
formation on 139 pioneer 
families of the county 

Capt. Hoye began assembling 
this historical data prior to 
World War I, and presented it at 
periodic intervals as newspaper 
articles. The majority of the ar- 
ticles were prepared and 
published during the 1930's, 
although Capt. Hoye continued 
to research and publish them 
until his death in 1951. They con- 
tain the most accurate informa- 
tion available to him at the 
time.

safety of the general public and 
law enforcement officers, the 
Bar said. Recent studies 
reinforce the fact that guns are 
the single leading cause of 
death in Maryland among 
certain segments of the popula- 
tion. Therefore, the Bar sup- 
ports this law, which will 
restrict the sale and manu- 
facture of cheaply-made hand- 
guns which too often, they say, 
end up in the hands of 
criminals 

Further, the Bar recognizes 
that the Maryland General 
Assembly is empowered to 
enact legislation to promote the 
general health, safety and wel- 
fare of the people of Maryland 
and in this case, through 
passage of the Handgun Roster 
Law, Chapter 533 of the Acts of 
1988, the Legislature has 
enacted reasonable legislation 
to restrict the manufacture and 
sale of certain handguns having 
no legitimate sporting, self- 
defense or law enforcement 
purpose. The Bar opposes the 
repeal of the law in the forth- 
coming referendum.

Several bills Astle said Farm 
Bureau has been working on in- 
clude the minimum wage bill, 
which Farm Bureau opposed. 
This bill was killed after being 
bogged down in the Senate. 
Farm Bureau had urged sen- 
ators to vote against the bill, 
however, Farm Bureau does 
support a provision for a lower 
training wage for new employ- 
ees if legislation is inevitable. 
The bill would have raised the 
minimum wage from the cur- 
rent $3.35 to $4.55 over the next 
three years 

Astle also reported on the 
textile bill, which passed the 
U.S. Senate on September 9. 
The bill would limit imports of 
textiles, apparel and shoes. The 
measure would restrict the 
growth of textile imports to no 
more than one percent a year, 
and give preferential treatment 
to those nations that increase 
purchases of U.S. farm goods.

The House passed a similar 
measure last year. For the 
legislation to get to President 
Reagan’s desk, either house 
must accept the other’s version 
or the two bills must be recon- 
ciled by a conference com- 
mittee. Reagan is expected to 
veto the measure. Astle said 
Farm Bureau opposed the bill, 
in that it would impair U.S. 
farm exports. 

A bill Astle said Farm Bureau 
favors is a generic animal drug 
bill. The bill would make less 
expensive generic drugs avail- 
able for the treatment of live- 
stock, and would do for animal 
drugs what similar legislation 
enacted in 1984 did for human 
drugs. The bill has passed a 
House Judiciary subcommittee, 
but with little time left in this 
Congress, House and Senate 
approval of the generic drug 
legislation is a long shot.

Similar legislation is in the Sen- 
ate, which enhances its chances 
should it get through the House. 
Astle briefly mentioned a 
waiver for farmers from the 
commercial driver's license 
law and the major reform for 
truck safety that is underway. 
He also touched on the diesel 
fuel exemption for farmers in 
the tax corrections bill, crop in- 
surence, hazardous materials, 
and the storage of pesticides. 
Jack Miller then spoke on 
some state issues covered by 
last spring’s General Assembly. 
Those included a House bill 
which called for a road tax 
decal fee of $25 which was 
reduced to $7 for all trucks 
except those carrying farm 
tags. He also discussed the 
preventative safety main- 
tenance legislation for trucks 
which requires owners of trucks 
over 10,000 pounds to maintain 
and inspect their trucks once a 
year. Miller explained that this 
is a_ self-inspection, and 
attempts were made to keep the 
law as simple as possible. 
Another truck issue Miller 
discussed was the covered load 
bill. The bill failed again this 
past session, but has been an 
issue for the last 27 years, 
according to Miller, and he 
expects to see it pass in the 1989 
session. Agricultural materials 
have been exempt from all past 
bills and efforts will continue to 
keep them exempt, Miller said. 
The hazardous materials 
vehicle bills which passed last 
session have been a concern to 
Farm Bureau, which lobbied to 
keep farm vehicles exempt. 
“We're concerned,’’ Miller 
said, ‘‘because while our 
business requires us to haul 
hazardous materials; we're not 
in the business to haul hazard- 
ous materials.”’ 
Miller reported on the 
attempt to pass a bill to ban the

herbicide ‘‘Lasso."’ He said 
Farm Bureau was concerned 
because farmers use this herbi- 
cide a lot. “It would have set a 
precedent of banning herbicides 
or pesticides on emotions, not 
facts.”’ The bill did not pass last 
session. 

Also discussed were the 
issues of railroad rights-of-way 
and ag water use permits. Ag 
water use permits are required 
for farmers using 10,000 gallons 
or more on a daily average, 
with the act being voluntary for 
those not using that much. This 
gives agriculture second 
priority after domestic and 
municipal use in times of emer- 
gency. In speaking of water and 
the Critical Areas legislation, 
Miller once again repeated his 
prediction that, ‘‘In time it will 
come to pass that all waters in 
the state will fall under the term 
Critical Areas.” 

Sewage sludge was another 
topic mentioned by Miller, who 
said laws now require copies of 
all information concerning the 
spreading of sludge on agri- 
cultural land to go to county Soil 
Conservation Districts. ‘‘Some 
things won't, or shouldn’t be 
grown where sludge has been 
spread, and this gives new 
owners a chance to find out if 
sludge has been put on the 
land.”’ This also prevents dump- 
ing of out-of-state sludge. 

Miller noted that this sludge 
law may not be important to 
rural counties like Garrett and 
Allegany, but Commissioner 
Gregg interrupted him to say 
that Garrett County went 
through a situation with sewage 
sludge a couple years ago and 
the county now has a sewage 
sludge ordinance. 

The Conservation Reserve 
Program was touched on by 
Miller, who explained that the 
state provided an additional $25 
for land that was also in the fed- 
eral program, and to qualify 
must be in Critical Areas or 
filter strips. 

Aquaculture was another sub- 
ject Miller touched on. “There 
is potential there,’’ Miller said, 
but explained that in the past 
the Department of Natural Re- 
sources had not been sup- 
portive. Now with help from the 
governor's office last year, a 
program was developed with 
the Maryland Department of 
Agriculture as the agency in 
charge. 

Miller sees environmental 
issues to be big in the future. 
“This issue has been, is now, 
and will be one of the biggest we 
face,’ he said, and added that 
we're looking at possible 
restrictions on chemicals, ferti- 
lizer use, spreading manure. 
“Don’t get me wrong,” Miller 
said, ‘‘we must be concerned. 
We don’t have a right to pollute, 
but we hope what is done, is 
done with common sense. We 
(farmers) are_ environ- 
mentalists, but we try to do it on 
a cost-relationship basis.”’ 

Miller reminded those pres- 
ent that the Soil Conservation 
Service has voluntary pro- 
grams to protect the environ- 
ment. ‘‘More and more farmers 
have got to take part in those 
programs,’ he said. “If we 
don’t do it ourselves, soneone is 
going to do it to us. We've got to 
be part of the whole, and one 
important reason for that is 
liability.” 

Non-tidal wetlands is another 
issue Miller sees coming up this 
session, and says this could be 
“worse than the Critical Areas 
iegisiation.” Milier continued, 
‘Non-tidal wetlands could 
potentially be defined as a mud 
puddle in the middle of your 
field.” Farm Bureau is working 


to make any proposed require- 
ments more reasonable, and to 


make permits unnecessary for 
established agricultural land. 

“Animal rights is back,” 
Miller warned, saying that this 
area is the largest veal pro- 
ducing area in the state. Animal 
rightists feel that veal produc- 
tion is small compared to other 
agriculture, would be easy to 
fight, and would open the door 
to other agricultural production 
areas, he said. He said there isa 
bill in the “hopper”? now that 
Farm Bureau will try to kill, but 
farmers must look forward and 
develop guidelines for animal 
care — not animal rights. 

During a question and answer 
period, Commissioner Gregg 
answered a question about the 
sale of state-owned land in Gar- 
rett County. ‘Environmental 
issues are very hot right now,” 
he said, and reminded the 
listeners of what happened to 
the peat company located at 
Cherry Glade, calling it a very 
painful issue. ‘‘The no-net-gain 
concept is in serious jeopardy. 
We've made a good effort to 
work with the state on a land- 
bank concept, only to find that 
people in state government 
don’t like these kind of con- 
straints. They have the votes to 
change legislation, and that 
may be what we'll see,”’ Gregg 
concluded.

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Bernice Kepple, Farm Editor 
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Sarbanes Calls 
For Restructuring 
Of Crop Insurance 


Stressing the “vital impor- 
tance of federal crop insurance 
programs that work for all of 
America’s farmers,’’ Senator 
Paul Sarbanes joined in intro- 
ducing the Federal Crop In- 
surance Commission Act of 
1988. The bill calls for the for- 
mation of a blue-ribbon panel to 
prepare detailed recommen- 
dations on overhauling existing 
crop insurance efforts. 

“The devastation brought on 
by this summer's drought 
underscored the need for an 
effective crop insurance 
policy,’’ said Senator Sarbanes. 
‘But it also served to highlight 
the inadequacy of our current 
approach to the problem. Some- 
times haphazard management 
and numerous policy changes 
have created considerable con- 
fusion among farmers and in- 
surers alike. Too often, smaller 
farmers see the benefits of 
participation in the program as 
marginal at best.” 

Participation among Mary- 
land farmers is particularly 
low, with estimates ranging 
from 2-5%, and Senator Sar- 
banes had earlier requested a 
study by the General Account- 
ing Office on the reasons behind 
the participation shortfall. One 
of the recommendations within 


the GAO report, released late 
this summer, was the creation 
of a panel similar to that cre- 
ated by the proposed legis- 
lation. The bill calls for a com- 
mission composed equally of 
farmer representatives and in- 
surance industry representa- 
tives plus the manager of the 
Federal Crop Insurance Corpo- 
ration. Four members of Con- 
gress will be appointed as non- 
voting members 

“The recommendations put 
forth by this commission,” 
Senator Sarbanes added 
“would serve as the foundatior 
for rebuilding the federal crop 
insurance program and making 
it a viable and desirable support 
program for all farmers.’

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USDA Announces Aid For 


Drought-Stricken 


Secretary of Agriculture 
Richard E. Lyng has set the 
month of October as the time to 
begin making drought aid pay- 
ments available at Agricultural 
Stabilization and Conservation 
Service (ASCS) county offices 
for eligible applicants. 

The aid was made available 
by the Disaster Assistance Act 
of 1988 which was signed August 
11 by President Reagan. 

Lyng reminded livestock and 
crop producers to organize their 
production data and evidence in 
advance to speed payment for 
qualified drought-related dam- 
age. Lyng’s request was rein- 
forced by Garrett County ASCS 
Manager Mike Kozier, who 
stressed that farmers gather all 
production evidence before 
coming to his office. ‘We need 
production evidence before pay- 
ments can be made,” he said. 
This information should in- 
clude, for instance, amounts of 
hay, how many bushels, how 
many pounds, and Kozier said 
weight receipts, if available, 
are helpful, or the applicant 
may request bin measurement 
for a $20 fee 

Secretary Lyng said the ASCS 
will administer the programs 
for the Commodity Credit 
Corporation (CCC), and 
everything will be in place by 
October. ‘‘The forms, regu- 
lations and procedures, 
computer software, and train- 
ing of ASCS employees are now 
completed,’ he said, and added 
that program details will be 
published in the Federal 
Register

Emergency crop loss assis- 
tance is a major part of the 
multi-billion dollar package of 
federal aid made available by 
the Disaster Assistance Act of 
1988. 

The program provides for 
payments for losses in excess of 
35 percent of production of 
specialized crops. 

Highlights of the program 
are: 

*Disaster payments will be 
available to eligible producers 
on losses which are greater 
than 35 percent of normal 
production. Producers with an- 
nual gross revenues $2 million 
or less will be eligible for such 
payments. Wheat, feed grains, 
cotton, rice and soybeans mini- 
mum yields have been estab- 
lished and, if production is 
equal to or less than this yield, 
any crop production will be con- 
sidered zero. 

*Eligible producers with crop 
losses greater than 65 percent 
must agree to purchase multi- 
peril crop insurance under the 
Federal Crop Insurance Act for 
the 1989 crop for which disaster 
payments are made. This re- 
quirement may be waived by 
the county Agricultural 
Stabilization Committee under 
certain conditions, being: if 
premium for insurance is more 
than 25 percent ot total aid pay- 
ments, or if they can show 
undue hardship.

¢For soybeans and other elig- 
ible crops, the average com- 
modity price received within a 
state for the previous five years 
excluding the high and low 
years.

Participants in the annual 
programs for wheat, feed 
grains, upland cotton and rice 
will be allowed to retain 
advance deficiency payments 
for crop losses up to 35 percent 
of their normal production. 


Ag Land Preservation 
Districts Discussed 
By Commission 

The Garrett County Planning 
Commission recently approved 
decisions on several ag land 
preservation applications or 
adjustments. 

Approval was given by the 
State Ag Land Preservation 
Fundation to delete from a 
preservation district two acres 
surrounding Piddle’s Griddle 
restaurant on Route 219 south of 
Oakland. The provision to 
exclude was granted by the 
state board because, otherwise, 
it would cause unusual eco- 
nomic hardship for the land 
owner. No easements had been 
purchased by the state for any 
land in this preservation dis- 
trict 

Preservation District 
approval was voided on the 
Kermit Yoder farm near Acci- 
dent after it was determined 
that Texas Eastern would not 
subordinate gas and mineral 
rights. Before the property 
owner can sell preservation 
easements, the owner of the 
mineral rights (in this case 
Texas Eastern) must sub- 
ordinate those rights to the 
state’s approval 

The portion of a district on the 
Kolb farms near Accident 
consisting of 36 acres is also 
affected by Texas Eastern. In 
this case the mineral and gas

Ag Census Shows 
Maryland Has 
14.776 Farms 


Early data from the 1987 
Census of Agriculture shows 
that Maryland had 14,776 
farms, 6,782 of which had 
annual product sales of $10,000 
or more. Land in farms totaled 
2,396,629 acres, 79 percent of 
them in farms with $10,000 or 
more in sales, the Commerce 
Department's Census Bureau 
reported. 

The census showed that the 
state’s farmers and ranchers 
sold $989.1 million in agri- 
cultural products and that 
farms with $10,000 or more in 
sales averaged $142,251 per 
farm 

Other findings: $253.1 million 
or 26 percent of total agri- 
cultural sales were for crops, 
while $736 million or 74 percent 
came from the sale of livestock, 
poultry, and their products 

The agriculture census ob 
tains information on all identi- 
fied farm and ranch operations 
in the United States. The Census 
Bureau defines a farm as any 
place where $1,000 or more of 
agriculture products were 
produced and sold or normally 
would have been sold during the 
census year. Sampling is used 
to collect data for selected 
items and to account for non- 
responding farm operations

Milk Production Up 
From Last Year 


Milk production during 
August 1988 in the 21 selected 
states totaled 10.3 billion 
pounds. This was 1 percent 
more than production in these 
same states for August 1987 
During the April-June period 
the 21 selected states produced 
84.9 percent of the U.S. produc- 
tion. If producers in the remain- 
ing 29 states not surveyed for 
September 1, followed the trend 
shown by the reporting states, 
the U.S. milk production would 
total about 12.1 billion pounds 
for August.

Southern States 
Ag Scholarship 


Criss Kepple, of Oakland, has 
been awarded a $600 scholar 
ship from Southern States 
Cooperative for 1988-89 

Kepple is a senior at the Uni- 
versity of Maryland, majoring 
in agricultural economics. She 
is the daughter of Howard and 
Bernice Kepple. 

The Southern States Scholar- 
ship Program for agricultural 
students began in 1957. Its pur- 
pose was to assist needy stu- 
dents who wished to pursue an 
agricultural field. Those goals 
have not changed. 

“The program is designed to 
develop good relationships with 
the agricultural community and 
our colleges and universities,” 
said Carroll Gilbert, director of 
Member and Institutional Re- 
lations at Southern States. ‘It’s 
helping out those citizens who 
need help.” 

Southern States awards 40 
scholarships each year to stu- 
dents enrolled at six land grant 
universities within the territory 
served by Southern States — the 
University of Delaware, the 
University of Kentucky, the 
University of Maryland, North 
Carolina State University, Vir- 
ginia Polytechnic Institute and 
State University and West Vir 
ginia University 

Southern States not 
select recipients of the scholar- 
ships. Each university's college 
of agriculture selects the stu- 
dents.

Forty students receive a total of 
$26,000 each year 

When the program began in 
1957, $300 was awarded to each 
recipient each Around

“Our objective is to generate 
interest in the agricultural field 
and to have more well trained 
people in that area,’’ Gilbert 
said. ‘It’s one of those things 
you can’t measure.

Maryland Walnut Crop 


Reduced By Drought;

The drought stress from 
1988's weather did not help 
Maryland's walnut crop. This 
bad news comes from the 
Market Research and Develop- 
ment group at the Maryland 
Department of Agriculture 
(MDA) who worked hard to 
establish Maryland as a new 
market source for walnuts. 
Unfortunately, the Hammons 
Products Company of Stockton, 
Missouri, notified MDA this 
week that they would not be 
buying walnuts from this area. 
An official of the company, who 
recently toured Virginia, West 
Virginia and portions of Mary 
land to determine potential for 
this year’s crop, indicated a 
drastically reduced crop in all 
areas. He said, ‘‘We have done 
business in West Virginia for 
decades, and I have never seen 
such a poor crop.” 

MDA's George Roche is 
searching for any local buyers, 
however small they may be, to 
whom growers might be able to 
sell this year’s walnut crop. Any 
business interested in purchas- 
ing walnuts should contact the 
MDA market line - 
1-800-638-2209; leave a message, 
and the call will be returned 

In the first sales year of 1987, 
even without well managed 
walnut orchards, Maryland 
growers were able to ship 
almost 50,000 pounds to Ham-

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Boonsboro. Research is being 
conducted to increase the 
attractiveness of walnuts as a 
crop. Best of all, the Hammons 
official reported that the Mary- 
land walnut crop last year 


yielded a 9% meat ratio, which 
is above the national average of 
8.2%. “This is encouraging 
news and we also learned that 
the quality of the Maryland nuts 
was acceptable,” said Roche.

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Manufacturer Challenges Reports 
Of Eagle Mortalities From Furadan 


FMC Corporation, manu- 
facturer of the crop protection 
product reported to have 
caused the death of bald eagles 
in Maryland, Virginia and Dela- 
ware, is challenging newspaper 
reports recently published in 
Baltimore and other Maryland 
cities as being inaccurate and 
misleading. These reporis cited 
the widely usec pesticide carbo- 
furan, sold under the brand 
name Fyradan* _ insecticide- 
sematids, as having in- 
directly caused the death of 23 
eagles since 1985, 

“What seems to have occur- 
red is that Furadan has been 
associated with bald eagle 
deaths for which the cause is 
unknown,"’ says FMC’s Di- 
rector of External Affairs Jeff 
Jacoby. ‘‘The figures that are 
being used include some eagle 
mortalities originally thought to 
be related to carbofuran,”’ 
Jacoby continues. ‘‘Those cases 
were investigated by the U.S 
Fish and Wildlife Service and 
arbofuran was later cleared 
10 evidence of it was found in 
the eagles. In some of those 
cases and in some others, no 
cause of death has been deter- 
mined, so lumping all of them 
together and blaming carbo- 
furan is inaccurate

implication that the deaths 
linked to carbofuran poisoning 
resulted from proper agri- 
cultural use of the product,” 
Jacoby says. ‘This is mislead- 
ing since in all cases where the 
investigation has been com- 
pleted, Furadan was used im- 
properly and in some cases the 
use was blatantly illegal.” 

To help clarify the issue, Dr. 
William Hymans, FMC regis- 
trations manager, cites the 
following figures compiled by 
FMC based on reports from the 
U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service: 

1985: One eagle died in Vir- 
ginia from eating a pigeon 
(baiting of the pigeon sus- 
pected) 

1986: One eagle died in Vir- 
ginia after feeding on a raccoon 
carcass contaminated with 
Furadan granules applied over 
it by a corn planter; label in- 
structions specify that all 
granules should be covered with

1987: Two bald eagles found 
dead in Calvert County, Mary- 
land; carbofuran poisoning con- 
firmed but illegal baiting sus- 
pected because eagles were 
found in March when Furadan 
applications do not 
earliest expected planting date 
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Traditional 4-H Ag Projects 
Are Holding On In Maryland 


Enrollments in most of the 
traditional animal project 
areas in Maryland have halted 
their decline despite the cond- 
tinuing disappearance of farms. 

In fact, the number of 4H 
sheep projects in Maryland 
reached an all-time peak only 
five years ago and is still higher 
than it ever was prior to the 
1980s. 

Dr. Norman G, Smith, Exten- 
sion specialist for 4H agri- 
culture and plant science pro- 
grams, reports more than 700 
Maryland youngsters currently 
enrolled in 4-H sheep projects. 

Other Maryland 4-H animal 
enrollment trends during the 
past 10 years include: 

Dairy — slight decline from 
the peak of 786 in 1979, but not in 
proportion to the disappearance 
rate of dairy farms. 

Hogs — about steady, with 
some 400 youngsters enrolled. 

Beef steers — gradual decline 
from 1,000 to about 600. 

Dairy goats — small decline, 
from 275 to 200. 

Poultry — big decline, from 
600 to 300. However, 3,000 Mary- 
land school youngsters partici- 
pate each year in the 4H 
embryology learning project. 

Dr. Smith said that the Mary- 
land 4-H poultry program is be- 
ing revised to make it more 
attractive, with separate sub- 
ject area emphases planned for 
fancy breeds, capons, and com- 
mercial broilers and layers. 

He noted that Maryland 
gained national attention last 
year when its state 4-H poultry 
judging team won the national 
championship for the first time 
in recent memory. 


Smith points out that partici- 
pation in 4-H horse projects cur- 
rently offers more opportunity 
for out-of-state, expense-paid 
trips than any other project 
area. In addition, horses offer 
the only 4-H project area which 
does not require the animal to 
be owned outright. Lease 
arrangements are permitted. 

At the Maryland 4-H Roundup 
in July, two Charles County 4-H 
horse project members each 
won a Quarter Horse on the 
basis of interviews and overall 
performance. 

Three other 4-H animal proj- 
ect areas are just as suitable for 
town and city dwellers as for 
farm youngsters. They are 
dogs, rabbits and miscel- 
laneous small animals such as 
gerbils, guinea pigs and exotic 
birds. 

The number of rabbit projects 
has remained steady over the 
past decade, and rabbit judging 
awards were presented this 
year at the Maryland State Fair 
for the first time. 

Miscellaneous small animal 
enrollments among Maryland 
4-H members have increased 
from 800 to 1,200 during the past 
10 years. The annual Wills 4-H 
and FFA Fair, held each May at 
West Friendship, and one or two 
county fairs now offer partici- 
pation opportunities for 4H 
members with small animal 
projects. 

In the plant science realm, 
Maryland continues to earn 
national recognition with its 4-H 
horticulture judging teams 
which have won seven national 
championships since 1972. 

Home garden projects con- 








for label-approved crop use in 
this area is mid-April. 

1988: Eleven bald eagles have 
been found in Maryland (10) 
and Delaware (1) that have 
died of carbofuran poisoning; in 
six of these cases illegal baiting 
or misuse has been confirmed 
while the other five remain 
under investigation. 

‘‘We, as much as anyone, con- 
demn the illegal use of Furadan 
or any other pesticide to poison 
wildlife,’’ indicates Jacoby. 
“But this problem has no re- 
lation to normal agricultural 
use of the product. Banning 
Furadan granular formulations 


for agricultural use — a solution 
proposed by some — would not 
stop the people who are deter- 
mined to poison wildlife. They 
will simply find another poison 
to use.” 

Furadan 15G is a granular 
formulation of carbofuran used 
on corn and other crops to pro- 
tect those crops against pests 
that feed on roots and leaves. It 
is a valuable tool for the farmer 
and is used extensively through- 
out the area, explains Jacoby. 
The major intermediates and 
ingredients for Furadan are 
manufactured at FMC’s plant 
in Baltimore.

Maryland 4-H Program Adjusts 
To Ten Years Of Change 


After a decade of disappoint- 
ment, state leaders of the Mary- 
land 4-H program are showing 
genuine signs of optimism 
during this year’s annual 
observance of National 4-H 
Week (October 2-8) which 
carries the theme, ‘‘4-H Makes 
a World of Difference.”’ 

State Extension 4-H spe- 
cialists at the University of 
Maryland note that the total 
number of local 4-H clubs 
throughout the state has in- 
creased for the first time in 10 
years. And participation in spe- 
cial 4-H project areas admin- 
istered through schools con- 
tinues at a lively pace. 

Currently, the Maryland 4-H 
program is gearing up for a big 
push in a fairly new direction, 
“Conservation and Manage- 


ment of Natural Resources."’ 
This is a subject area in which 
farm and city youngsters alike 
can participate. 

It is one of eight national 
priority initiatives adopted last 
year by the Cooperative Ex- 
tension Service at land-grant 
colleges and universities 
throughout the United States 
and its territories in con- 
junction with the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.

Maryland Inspection Station 
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Pennsylvania Joins Maryland In 
Chesapeake Bay Cleanup 


Pennsylvania has approved a 
plan to ban most phosphate- 
laden detergents in the state in 
a step toward improving water 
quality in the Chesapeake Bay. 
Such a ban went into effect in 
Maryland three years ago and 
was extended permanently by 
the General Assembly this 
year. 

Nearly all of Pennsylvania's 
neighboring states — Mary- 
land, Virginia, New York and 
Ohio — have implemented simi- 
lar bans on the chemical deter- 
gents, which are damaging to 
aquatic life. Tom Sexton, of the 
Chesapeake Bay Foundation, 
testified before the Pa. House 
Consumer Affairs Committee 
and said that a ban on the phos- 
phate detergents did not offer a 
panacea for the bay’s problems 
but did represent part of a 
strategy for improving the 
water quality. 

“Pennsylvania is the only 
state with watersheds that 
drain into either the Great 
Lakes or the Chesapeake Bay 
without a phosphate ban,” he 
said. 

‘“‘A ban would not only benefit 
the Great Lakes and the bay but 
would have more immediate 
benefits for the state’s lakes, 


reservoirs and streams." 

The committee is reviewing 
legislation that would prohibit 
the use of most phosphate deter- 
gents, although exemptions 
would exist for cleaners used in 
food processing, agricultural 
production, hospitals and other 
industries. The state of Mary- 
land also has such exemptions 
to its phosphate law. 


The primary impact would be 
on household powdered deter- 
gents used for washing clothes, 
although some companies al- 
ready produce non-phosphate 
powders. 

Phosphorus, a_ naturally 
occurring element, is also used 
commonly in fertilizers. 
Experts say the high phos- 
phorus levels in the bay pri- 
marily come from agricultural 
runoff. 

Richard Boardman of the 
Pennsylvania Department of 
Environmental Resources told 
the committee several studies 
have shown a ban on phosphate 
detergents could result in a four 
percent reduction of phos- 
phorus in the bay 

A Pennsylvania industry 
group has said that the effect on 
the bay from such a ban would 
be so negligible that there 
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would be no perceptible 
improvement in water quality 

Environmentalists, however, 
say that a phosphate ban for 
laundry detergents is a small 
but very necessary component 
of the strategy to protect the 
Chesapeake Bay 

Pennsylvania has entered 
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into an agreement with neigh- 
boring states to clean up the 
bay. The state wants to reduce 
the flow of phosphorus from 
Pennsylvania waters into the 
Chesapeake basin by 40 per- 
cent, although most of the 
efforts focus on controlling run- 
off 


Sarbanes and Mikulski Laud 


Approval Of Agricultural Funds 


Senator Paul Sarbanes and 
Senator Barbara A. Mikulski 
hailed the passage of the Agri- 
culture Appropriations Bill of 
1988 containing funding for a 
wide range of important agri- 
culture-related projects in 
Maryland. Included among the 
Maryland programs receiving 
funds were the Beltsville Agri- 
cultural Research Center, the 
Soil Conservation Service's 
Chesapeake Bay operations, 
and a joint state/federal effort 
to develop a hardier striped 
bass hybrid. 

“This legislation will benefit 
all aspects of Maryland’s 
important agricultural 
industry, as well as provide 
additional resources in the co- 
operative federal and state 
effort to clean up the Bay,” 
Senator Sarbanes said. ‘‘It con- 
tinues our strong commitment 
to support Maryland’s farmers 
and rural communities while 
also addressing a wide variety 
of agricultural issues in a very 
comprehensive way.” 

“These programs are vital 
for Maryland’s Bay and farm 
economies. This funding will go 
towards agricultural research, 
soil and water conservation and 
replenishing our striped bass 
population,’’ said Senator 
Mikulski, who worked as a 
member of the Senate Appro- 
priations Committee to have the 
funding included in the bill. 

The Beltsville Agricultural 
Research Center (BARC) is a 
vital research facility that for 
several years had been a target 
for cutbacks by the adminis- 
tration. In the past two years, 
however, Congress has sup- 
ported BARC efforts to modern- 
ize and remain in the forefront 
of international agricultural re- 
search. The bill passed contains 
an appropriation for up to $8 
million dollars to be used in the 
BARC renovation effort, plus 
$110,000 for improved security. 

The Soil Conservation Service 
(SCS) plays a major role in 
Maryland's fight to reduce soil 
erosion into the Chesapeake 
Bay, which causes significant 
damage to marine life. The SCS 
is the main source of assistance 
and information for farmers in 
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ber of SCS staff participating in 
Bay-related operations. The 
agriculture bill successfully 
counters this attempt, requiring 
the support of SCS’s Bay effort 
with a minimum of 41 staff 
positions 

Two years ago, the U.S. De- 
partment of Agriculture and the 
State of Maryland initiated a 
program at Walnut Point Farm

High Moisture Corn in Short Supply 

If you’re trying to buy high moisture corn, I am sure you are 
finding it hard to locate at a decent price. I have 
ranging from $90 to $130 per ton. The summer drought, plus the 
Aflatoxin problem appears to have inflated the prices in our area. 
If you're purchasing high moisture corn or grain corn, I would 
strongly advise you to have it checked for Aflatoxin content. Corn 
with Aflatoxin over 20 parts per million (ppm) can be deadly to 
livestock. The University of Maryland will run the test free. Bring 
a 10 lb. sample to my office (not in a plastic bag) 

Managing to Keep Newly Weaned Calves Alive 

Each fall when calves are weaned, and when freshly weaned 
calves are purchased, death loss among those calves gets to be a 
big item. The success or failure of a backgrounding operation 
many times hinges on keeping death loss to a bare minimum. The 
major cause of death in these calves is respiratory problems that 
wind up being pneumonia in the final analysis. Complex 
respiratory problems may be attributed to many factors 
including stress, bacteria, virus, nutrition, and the like. Good 
immunization programs will reduce losses, and reduction of 
stress from hauling, feeding, handling, and environment, are also 
important. For home raised calves that are to be weaned they 
should be run through the chute three to four weeks ahead of 
weaning and given IBR, PI3, 7-way Clostridial, Haemophilus 
Somnus, and perhaps BRSV and BVD. They can be wormed and 
given pouron insecticide at the same time. Another good 
suggestion is to give them a pasturalevex vaccine such as 
PRECON PH. 

On purchased calves that are not preconditioned, 
management when they arrive at your premise is very umportant. 
In the first several hours, make sure they get.a belly full of good 
high quality mixed or grass hay. They then need to be allowed to 
get a fill of clean fresh water. Either upon arrival or three weeks 
later they should be vaccinated for IBR, PI3, 7-way Clostridrial, 
BRSV, and Haemophilus Somnus. They should be dewormed and 
treated for grubs and lice as long as it is before November 1. They 
probably should be vaccinated for BVD two to three weeks after 
arrival. Implanting can be done whenever convenient. 
Remember, it takes about five days to get freshly weaned calves 
over the weaning process. Once you have completed about five 
days of confinement on excellent quality hay and water, they may 
be turned out to high quality pasture. Remember, there is no 
substitute for checking newly weaned calves two or three times a 
day. Be sure you have got a good rectal thermometer for taking 
temperatures on calves that look droopy. The best time to take 
temperatures is early in the morning. Start appropriate antibiotic 
treatment on calves that are running high fevers early. Check 
with your veterinarian for best materials and practices for 
treating sick calves.

A total of $5,847,190 in grants 
was awarded to 30 Maryland 
jurisdictions 

Wendell Keaton, Garrett 
County Municipal Coordinator, 
noted that the grant is for a 
water and sewer project 
Keaton said, “‘The water proj- 
ect has a proposed cost of 
$983,000. The grant provides 
$124,000 for that activity. Other 
sources will be a state grant and 
a Farmers’ Home loan.”’ 

The water project will include 
construction of a new water 
treatment plant, two under- 
ground storage tanks, and the 
replacement of 7400 feet of 
transmission line 

The grant also provides 
$115,000 for the new sewerage 
treatment plant. Total costs for 
that project are undetermined 
at this time 

The Small Cities CDBG pro 
gram, a federal program 
administered by the Maryland 
departments of Housing and 
Community Development and 
Economic and Employment 
Development, provides grants 
to smaller jurisdictions to help 
develop and revitalize com- 
munities for low-and moderate- 
income people by providing 
decent housing and community 
infrastructure, such as public 
works and community 
facilities, and by expanding 
economic opportunities 

‘Financing improvement 
projects for smaller Maryland 
jurisdictions often is beyond the 
limits of many of those com- 
munities,’’ stated Governor

This is the most complex 
recreational carrying capacity 
study I have encountered since 
I've been in the field, but I 
believe it is a valid, scientific 
and common sense-based ap- 
proach to a recreational carry- 
ing capacity at this point.” 

The URDC proposes an Early 
Action Program which would 
cover a period of 18 months. 
They noted that such a program 
is essential because all pro- 
posals and recommendations 
cannot be achieved at once. 
During the program, use of the 
lake and vicinity would be 
stabilized, and specific actions 
implemented 

One lake-front property 
owner expressed concern that 
the program would cover an 
eight-month period instead of 
being implemented immediate- 
ly 

The URDC responded by say- 
ing, ‘‘There is not a crisis at this 
point, but there is a crucial 
situation which needs the type 
of action proposed without the 
drastic measures of imposing 
all the proposals at once. It 
should be approached with cau- 
tion. This is not a wimpy ap 
proach to lake management.

To the Editor 

Enclosed is a copy of one of 
my early commentaries pub- 
lished in the Covington Vir- 
ginian, January 28, 1982 

The ‘‘silent majority’? in 
Poland at that time, is quite 
similar to the ‘‘silent majority” 
here in the USA today. 90% of 
American citizens do not belong 
to or sympathize with the 
actions of our Labor Unions. 

Our 1988 popuiation is esti- 
mated at 245.548 millions. 74% 
of these or 181.706 millions are 
18 years of age and older. 
Approximately 55% or 99.938 
millions are employed. 17% of 
these, or 16.990 millions, are 
union members. Union 
members thus comprise 
16.990/181.706 9.35%, or in 
round figures, 10%, of our voting 
age citizens. Yet, by a very 
efficient organization, an un- 
limited monopoly in the labor 
market, and many billions of 
dollars in compulsory union 
dues revenue, that 10% is sub- 
stantially running our country, 
and with their 20 years of 
COLAs, 1967-1987, have ruined 
our country’s economy. 

As in Poland, our ‘‘silent 
majority’’ had let them get 
away with it too long. Now, as in 
Poland, we are helpless to do 
anything about it. History does 
seem to repeat itself! 

We do not yet have the Rus- 
sian military to back up the 
union's demands as occurred in 
Poland, but after the anarchy 
following the rapidly approach- 
ing ‘‘Great Depression of 1990,” 
it might be possible for the 
Russian military to step in, 
settle the anarchy and take 
over. 

Our submariens, all with two 
years supplies on board, includ- 
ing nuclear missiles, could 
remain hidden in the ocean 
depths during the Russian take- 
over.

According to the September 
26 issue of the National Right To 
Life News, Michael Dukakis is 
the most pro-abortion candidate 
to ever run for the U.S. 
Presidency. His record as a 
state legislator and Governor of 
Massachusetts has been clear 
and consistent, and until re- 
cently his remarks have been 
vehemently pro-abortion. 

However, as his campaign for 
president has taken him across 
the country, Michael Dukakis 
has begun whitewashing his 
abortion advocacy for the many 
voters who are unlikely to share 
his pro-abortion position. As he 
stumped through Pennsylvania, 
Dukakis said he ‘‘opposes”’ 
abortion, but believes women 
should have the right to decide. 
He repeated his new ‘‘opposi- 
tion’ to abortion when ques- 
tioned a few days later in Cali- 
fornia. He commented that he 
was not in favor of abortion and 
didn't know anyone who was. 
«In 1970, three years before the 
Roe V. Wade decision legalized 
abortion on demand, Michael 
Dukakis as a state legislator 
introduced a bill to legalize 
abortion on demand in Massa- 
chusetts. This was done at the 
request of one of the nation’s 
most radical pro-abortionists, 
Bill Baird. The bill stated 
simply, ‘‘Abortion may be per- 
formed by any physician who 
has first obtained the consent of 
the female upon whom said 
abortion is to be performed.”’ 
(Mass. House of Reps. bill no. H 
3756, 1970). 
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eIn his first term as governor 
in 1977, Dukakis vetoed a bill 
that would have cut off state 
funding of abortions (Sept. 13, 
1977). Two months later (on 
Nov. 10, 1977), he voted an 
amendment to the state's 
supplemental budget which re- 
stricted abortion funding and 
Stated. ‘‘If the Supreme 
Judicial Court says I can veto 
the anti-abortion amendment 
that is part of this supplemental 
budget containing the pay 
raises, I will smile broadly and 
sign the rest of it with relish. If 
not, I will veto the entire $26.7 
million budget.” (Message to 
Massachusetts legislature, No- 
vember 10, 1977). 

eLikewise, on April 24, 1978, 
Governor Dukakis vetoed and 
amendment to another supple- 
mental budget that would have 
eliminated abortion coverage 
from state employee health 
plans. On July 7, 1978, he voted 
the annual budget because it 
contained abortion funding 
restrictions. 

Dukakis’ appointees to head 
agencies while governor were 
also strong and early abortion 
advocates, such as Gordon 
Chase, appointed by Dukakis as 
Secretary of Human Services. 
Chase, in a 1972 speech de- 
livered to the National Associ- 
ation for the Repeal of Abortion 
Laws (NARAL) annual conven- 
tion, cited reduction of New 
York infant mortality rates as 
one of the ‘“‘many public health 
benefits’’ of abortion on 
demand in that state. 

Governor Dukakis addressed 
a Coalition for Choice rally on 
January 22, 1986, celebrating 
the legalization of abortion. He 
stated: ‘I don’t know when life 
begins, I’m not sure I ever 
will.’’ (Speech of the Church of 
the Covenant, Boston, Mass., 
January 22, 1986). 

*A 1988 National Abortion 
Rights Action League booklet 
calls Dukakis ‘‘a consistent and 
firm supporter of reproductive 
rights. He fully supports fund- 
ing for abortion services.”

Continued from Page A-1 
and conducting additional 
studies. He questioned some of 
the URDC’s statistics, and 
noted that a possible reason for 
the growing population on the 
lake is due to the sewerage tap 
moratorium that has been plac- 
ed on the area. “If someone 
wants to build along the lake, he 
has to do it quickly, or he'll lose 
the chance." 

He also questioned the fact 
that 27 percent of those 
surveyed on the lake were 
under 17 years old. However, a 
URDC member noted that all 
those surveyed were over 18 
years old, but they were ques- 
tioned about the ages of persons 
in their party 

One noronosal made bv the 
URDC included limiting the 
number of boats on the lake at 
peak times to reduce the danger 
level. One property owner ex- 
pressed concern over this pro- 
posal, noting thay he did not feel 
his boat should by limited 


before boats coming from 
marinas because he is a tax 
payer and also pays a buffer 
strip fee. He questioned 
whether the amount paid in buf- 
fer strip fees could be deducted 
from taxes. 

Several property owners 
noted that they felt that boating 
at the lake is self-regulating. If 
the lake is crowded, boaters 
return to shore or move to a less 
crowded cove. 

Another proposal was to re- 
quire a Deep Creek Lake 
operators license for all boaters 
on the lake. However, questions 
were raised about whether this 
would improve safety condi- 
tions. 

Another concern expressed at 
the meeting was that the con- 
clusions made by the URDC 
were based on the results of 
surveys, which were “‘rare and 
taken during peak times. The 
facts seem to support the idea 
that there is not a crisis situa- 
tion at the lake.” 

The response from the URDC 
was, ‘Peak times are the times 
when conflicts occur; when we 
need to study the behavior of 
the people. We not only used the 
statistical results of the survey, 
but people were also asked to 
write their comments, and two 
previous meetings were held. It 
is sometimes misunderstood 
that situations sometimes are 
temporary. Overcrowding does 
not occur all the time, but when 
it does, something needs to be 
done about it."’ 

Another proposal would pro- 
hibit the use of jet skis, wet bik- 
ing, hovercraft, and similar 
motorized water craft activities 
on weekends and holidays from 
Memorial Day to Labor Day. 
On these same days, sail boar- 
ding would also be prohibited 
from 11 a.m. to 6 p.m. Concern 
was expressed over this pro- 
posal, because weekends and 
holidays are the main times 
such recreational vehicles are 
used. 

One property owner noted 
that the format for the report 
should be changed, “It begins 
with rather dull statistics, and 
the average reader won't get 
through that to the meaty 
part.” 

The same property owner 
noted, ‘‘We need to work 
together to come up with a com- 
prehensive, future-looking plan 
for the lake. More and more 
people are being drawn here, 
and development is moving 
back from the lake. Density 
makes the quality of a recrea- 
tional area decrease. If this con- 
tinues, a different type of per- 
son will be attracted to the lake; 
the type of person that enjoys 
Coney Island.” 

A member of the Deep Creek 
Boater's Association noted that 
he is “fully in favor of safety 
and looking at problems”, but 
felt that the survey offered 
‘statistics that are not factual 
to Deep Creek Lake.” 

Another person said, “We 
need to have people here who 
use the lake to impose regula- 
tions, not from somewhere else. 
You're trying to impose regula- 
tions that are not needed...It’s a 
nice place the way it is, let’s not 
ruin it.” 

Ed King, president of the 
Deep Creek Property Owner's 
Association, said, ‘I think the 
overall report has an excellent 
direction.” He complimented 
the URDC on a carrying capaci- 
ty of 350 boats, noting that this 
gives room for an adequate 
amount of expansion. He also 
complimented the group for 
saying that additional data is 
needed, and for imposing an 
early action, 18-month period to 
adjust data 

Karen Speicher, representing 
the Deep Creek Business 
Association. noted that she was 
“extremely disappointed in the 
calibre of the study’’, noting 
that it ‘falls short of the mark.” 
She said, “It doesn’t appear 
that there was any time spent 
on a resource study, just a 
social study. It also appears

that the study was based on 
faulty data, and I feel cheated 
that more time wasn’t spent. 
There wasn't enough data to 
make any conclusions."’ 

She also noted that ‘too strin- 
gent regulations may be viewed 
as condemnation of property 
rights.” 

Areas which were surveyed 
by the URDC included fishing 
boat use; nonpower boating 
use, including canoeing, 
rowboating, and pad- 
dleboating; power boating use; 
waterskiing; camping; hiking; 
picnicking; ice fishing; and 
snowmobiling. 

Written comments will be ac- 
cepted until October 15, and the 
URDC will prsent a final 
report to the Department of 
Natural Resources early next 
month.

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his abilities as a doctor, and he 
will continue to serve as clinical 
physician. Dr. Fiscus, Deputy 
Health Officer, Allegany Coun- 
ty, will assume the role of ac- 
ting health officer, with Edward 
F. Dressman, Deputy Health 
Officer, Allegany County, 
assisting until the state fills in 
the appointments. 

Garrett County Commis- 
sioner John Braskey stated that 
the commissioners concurred 
with the secretary of health’s 
decision, stressing the fact that 
all concerned want Dr. Pope to 
stay on in a clinical role, and 
that this is the best solution. 
Braskey stated that the concern 
was with Pope's ‘‘ad- 
ministrative abilities and had 
nothing to do with his abilities 
as a doctor.”’ 

Commissioner Braskey 
elaborated on this by stating 
that “‘the straw that broke the 
camel’s back’’ was Pope's 
“failure to address problems 
with the mental health division 
of the department.”’ 

Garrett County Commis- 
sioner Elwood Groves stated 
that concern had been express- 
ed about Dr. Pope’s fiscal and 
administrative policies. He 
feels that the decision was ‘‘a 
fair move and represents 
prudence.” 

Employees of the Garrett 
County Home Care Services, a 
division of the Garrett County 
Health Department, sent a let- 
ter to Dr. Singer regarding the 
decision to dismiss Dr. Pope. 
The letter was signed by 19 peo- 
ple and stated: ‘It appears this 
matter may be a_ personal 
vendetta between the health of- 
ficer and his immediate state 
supervisors which should not af- 
fect the management of the 
Garrett County Health Depart- 
ment.” 

The letter continued: “Dr. 
Pope has become a valued 
member of the community, has 
been instrumental in advanced 
data collection systems, has in- 
itiated beneficial community 
health services and expanded 
community-wide programs tor 
our unique rural county. On a 
balance scale, the health of- 
ficer’s contributions and assets 
to the community have greatly 
outweighed any deficiencies. 

“With Dr. Pope’s support and 


guidance, our home care ser- 
vices have expanded to become 
the second largest agency in the 
state system, of which our staff 
is extremely proud.’’ The last 
paragraph of the letter was a 
request for further investiga- 
tion into the matter as the 
employees feel that a hasty 
decision was made 

The letter was signed by 19 
employees of the Home Care 
Services and 37 employees were 
at the news conference to show 
their support for Dr. Pope. Nor- 
ma Bolding, director of Home 
Health Services said there 
would have been more 
employees, but there was a 
clinic that afternoon. 

Bolding stated that she feels 
that Dr. Pope has ‘been a good 
administrator and I don't see 
why the whole department 
should suffer just because of a 
few disgruntled employees." 

Bolding apparently is referr- 
ing to anonymous letters sent to 
state health officials. The alleg- 
ed anonymous letters supposed- 
ly complain about Pope's ineffi- 
ciency as an administrator. 
Employees allege that the let- 
ters came from personnel in the 
mental health division. 

A consultant to the staff, Dr. 
Roy Tunick, stated that he’s 
worked in a number of different 
places and that the ‘‘quality of 
services delivered is outstan- 
ding and the morale of the staff 
is just wonderful." He thinks 
that ‘“‘a lot of arbitrary deci- 
sions were made without the ap- 
propriate input and that the in- 
dividuals were influenced by a 
minority; the majority was not 
listened to.” 

Another employee at the 
health department stated that 
“We can’t understand that, if 
this is a personnel problem, 
why they got rid of Dr. Pope 
when we, the personnel, are 
behind him."’ 

Commissioner Ernie Gregg 
stated that he feels that Pope 
“was just stretched too thin, 
and this decision will give him 
(Pope) more time in clinic.”’ 

Gregg also said that the state 
and the commissioners had 
wanted to bring in an ad- 
ministrator years ago and have 
Dr. Pope stay on as a Clinical 
physician, which is Allegany 
County's policy. 

Gregg stated that Pope ‘‘did 
nothing criminally wrong, there 
were just administrative defi- 
ciencies."’ Gregg said that there 
were ‘administrative screw- 
ups’’ and that reports were 
often late, sometimes as late as 
15 months. 

Gregg mentioned the fact that 
Pope had a deficit in the budget 
amounting to $100,000. Gregg 
said that this ‘‘wasn’t totally his 
(Pope’s) fault, and that the 
issue was finally resolved.” 

Gregg stated that Pope had a 
“disagreement with policy” 
and that there were ‘serious 
personnel problems.” 

Gregg also stressed the fact 
that both the state department 
and the Garrett County Com- 
missioners wanted him to stay 
on in a clinical capacity. 

Gregg said that he does not 
know who will lake the job of 
Garrett County Health Officer. 
He said that the ‘‘state handles 
that, they do the hiring and the 
firing.”’ 

When contacted, Dr. Pope 
said that he was aware of

Keyes, an outspoken black 
conservativ | has received 
scorn from those on the left as 
well, particularly from blacks 
who view his position on South 
Africa almost as a betrayal 
Keyes has shrugged off this 
criticism saying, ‘‘There are 
many people who don't want to 
hear what I say and they do not 
like me. And I really do not 
care.”’ 

Those controversial views on 
United Nations reform and 
South Africa — he was a leader 
of the Reagan administration's 
fight against imposing eco- 
nomic sanctions — helped make 
him a familiar figure on Capitol 
Hill. He is well known in diplo- 
matic and academic circles, as 
well 

At age 16, he became the 
youngest winner of the Ameri- 
can Legion oratorical contest; 
the next year he was elected 
president of the American 
Legion Boys Nation — the first 
black ever to win that honor 

Alan Keyes graduated from 
Harvard College in 1972, and 
stayed on at Harvard to earn a 
Ph.D. in government in 1979. He 
speaks of his years at Harvard 
as a journey into “basically 
studying about democracy, 
about freedom, what it was and 
what it meant.” 

At age 38, Keyes has been 
assistant secretary of state for 
international organizations, 
and previously was the 
representative to the United 
Nation’s Economic and Social 
Council, a post that carries an 
ambassador's ranking. There 
was a stint with the Foreign 
Service in India and a brief ten- 
ure with the National Security 
Council 

At the State Department, he 
was a hard-line Reaganite, 
controversial not only for his 
views but for the public way he 
resigned when he felt his advice 
was not valued. At the U.N., he 
was an uncompromising 
defender of the United States in 
an often hostile environment 

During his college years, he 
was a supporter of President 
Nixon’s Vietnam policy, but 
didn’t volunteer to fight in the 
war he supported. He received 
college deferments for two 
years and had a high draft num- 
ber for the remainder of the 
time the draft was in effect. 
Despite the controversy over 
Republican vice presidential 
nominee Dan Quayle’s military 
service, Keyes sees nothing 
incongruous in his decision 

I'll be quite frank with you. I 
don't think anybody in their 
right mind would regret not 
going to war,”’ Keyes said in an 
interview. ‘‘All I can say is if 
drafted, I would have gone, and 
I would have done my duty. And 
that’s all I think we should ask 
of people.” 
the theme of 
Keyes’ campaign, a philosophi- 
on which all 
other views are based. ‘I was 
told that when I became a poli- 
tician not to talk about freedom 
because the word went over 
everybody's head,"’ Keyes said 
recently. “It made me wonder 
whether I was still in America. 

“Because if this country is 
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about anything, it is about 
freedom. Freedom for choice 
and mission and opportunity.” 

But he continued: ‘It’s also 
about responsibility. It’s aiso 
about that old word that nobody 
uses anymore self-govern- 
ment. If there is anarchy with- 
in, there will be chains 
without,"’ Keyes said. “If we 
are not responsible for our- 
selves and to ourselves, we will 
end up being somebody's 
slave.” 

Keyes mentions few specifics 
about Maryland while on the 
campaign trail, but denies that 
he is unfamiliar with the prob- 
lems of the state. 

“We have talked about and 
we will talk about every issue 
that is of interest to the voters of 
Maryland, whether they be 
plant closings in Western Mary- 
land or the state of the Chesa- 
peake Bay,’’ Keyes said. 

“But when you get to other 
problems, like crime in Balti- 
more and the deterioration of 
neighborhoods and so on... we 
have to do it in a way that is 
consistent with basic American 
principles. Every problem in 
Maryland I have to see in the 
larger context of the United 
States. That is what I will be 
asked to do in the United States 
Senate.”’ 

Keyes explains that two of the 
questions he has been asked 
most while campaigning have 
been: ‘‘What are the main dif- 
ferences between you and Paul 
Sarbanes?" and ‘‘How can you 
win a Senate race in this liberal 
state when you are a conserva- 
tive?” 

In answer, Keyes says: ‘‘The 
main difference between me 
and Paul Sarbanes is in what we 
think of the people we seek to 
represent. What I think of the 
people is that they have the 
intelligence and the will to man- 
age themselves and their com- 
munities — and that when they 
fail, it is usually because the 
government interferes 

‘Paul Sarbanes disagrees. At 
a fundamental level, Paul 
Sarbanes does not believe that 
people are able to run their own 
lives, solve their own problems 

and be held responsible for 
their own mistakes. Throughout 
his career his answer to every 
social ill has been: Washington 
will take care of it. His con- 
tempt for people’s ability to 
govern themselves is profound. 

‘Are people poor? Paul 
Sarbanes does not look to their 
true capacity for independence. 
He believes Washington should 
house them, and feed them, and 
pay them, and maintain them in 
a state of dependency 

‘Is there crime? Paul 
Sarbanes believes the criminal 

like an errant child — needs 
care.”’ 

Keyes says his whole 
approach, what he calls the new 
conservative approach, could 
not be more different than that 
of Paul Sarbanes 

‘I do not believe poor people 
want handouts. I believe poor 
people want to take care of 
themselves. And what they 
need to achieve that is to keep 
what they earn, instead of pay- 
ing it out in taxes only to get it 
back as housing subsidies and 
food subsidies and welfare 
checks that rob them of their 
pride, their will, their spirit. 

‘I do not believe parents need 
the government to tell their 
children what schools to attend 
I do not believe communities 
need Washington to decide what 
lessons those schools should 
teach. I believe parents and 
neighbors know best what their 
children need to learn 

‘And I believe criminals need 
to be taken seriously. Criminals 
scoff at a system which tells 
them all they need is help. They 
halt before a system that holds 
them accountable. Crime 
respects punishment, and those 
who respect criminals as the 
danger they truly are try to 
catch them and put them 
away.” 

Keyes stated that the ‘‘new 
conservatism" he represents 
believes there is a positive role 
for the government to play — a 
positive and essential role — in 
helping people pull themselves 
from the dead-end of depend- 
ency to the bright promise of 
self-sufficiency 

‘We need a new, constructive 
form of public policy for the 
poor. We need to create the 
incentives for all Americans to 
be fully free and independent 

‘We need to help the dis- 
possesed onto the ladder off 
which we have shaken them 
We need legislation to offer the 
hope of home ownership to the 
poor, and the possibility of 
enterprise to our depressed 
inner cities. We need a tax 
system that lets people use their 
earnings to help themselves 
We need to restore the parental 
authority we have taken away 

over the schools children will 


>? 


attend, and the lessons they will 
learn.’ 

To sum up, Keyes says what 
is needed is a recommitment to 
the principles that are the 
themes of his campaign: free- 
dom, empowerment, and 
responsibility 

‘All this has been, really, an 
answer to the first question: 
what separates me from Paul 
Sarbanes. I think this explana- 
tion makes the answer to the 
second question clear. I can win 
in Maryland because I am not 
conservative and Maryland is 
not liberal as those who put the 
question understand those 
terms. My ‘new conservatism’ 
is both liberal and conservative 
in the most fundamental sense 
of these terms. It is liberal in its 
goals — dignity and 
independence for all citizens, a 
re-affirmation of individual 
freedom and responsibility. 
And it is conservative in its 
means — trusting first in indivi- 
dual effort and community 
responsibility, empowering 
individuals and neighborhoods 
rather than putting faith in big 
government and social engi- 
neering 

‘Paul Sarbanes and I dis- 
agree — profoundly — about the 
needs, desires, and strength of 
the people,’’ Keyes said. 

Another issue which _ illus- 
trates this difference between 
the two candidates is the Mary- 
land hand-gun control law 
Keyes says, “The law was a 
flawed approach to crime."’ He 
called for tougher penalties for 
violent crimes and mandatory 
sentences for using a gun in a 
crime. He said the law would 
take guns away from law-abid- 
ing citizens, while leaving 


criminals well-armed 

Keyes charged that the law 
creates a ‘“‘bureaucracy with 
a mandate in the law so vague 
and imprecise that they can do 
anything they please.’’ He also 
believes the law ‘‘sets the stage 
for banning the possession of 
handguns in Maryland." 

Sarbanes, on the other hand, 
thinks the Maryland law was a 
“reasonable measure."’ 

On other issues, Keyes said 
“We must crack down on the 
drug trade, execute drug king- 
pins and penalize drug use 

“I support low tax rates be- 
cause they empower indivi- 
duals and families. Low taxes 
let the people, not bureau- 
cracies, decide how to use their 
hard earned dollars. 

“America is a great power, 
and our power is crucial to the 
defense of freedom in the world. 
We need policies that will pre- 
serve and increase our 
strength. 

‘‘America needs the Strategic 
Defense Initiative to reduce our 
vulnerability to nuclear attack 
We need to meet our 
responsibilities to our friends 
around the world — the friends 
of freedom and democracy. And 
we must fight for our principles 
and our interests." 

Alan Keyes’ family has lived 
in Maryland since 1800. His 
father, a retired sergeant major 
in the U.S. Army, was born in 
Baltimore, and Alan Keyes was 
the voungest of five children 
Keyes and his wife, Jocelyn, 
have two children, Francis, age 
six, and Maya, age three, and

WHAT'S ALL THE NOISE? 

Lately, hearing experts 
have been drawing our 
attention to the fact that ex 
posure to loud noise can lead 
to hearing loss. One ac 
cepted noise-exposure limit 
set by the Occupational 
Safety and Health Admin 
istration (OSHA), calls for a 
maximum of 90 decibels of 
sound over an eight-hour 
period. This is equal to 
roughly the sound of a loud 
Shout over the extended 
8 hour period. Of course, as 
the noise level rises, the ear 
can only healthfully cope 
with if for increasingly 
shorter periods. From a 
practical standpoint, how 
ever how does one know 
when one is exposed to too 
much noise? In general, if a 
person cannot converse with 
another person within three 
feet without having to yell 
an unhealthful amount of 
noise is being received.

The following 
tips for parents are from David L. Resh, Jr., Director of 
Maryland Department of Health and Mental Hygiene’s 
Office of Food and Product Health to help you and your 
little ones have a fun and safe Halloween 

1. Warn children not to eat any of their treats before 
they get home. Examine all treats for evidence of 
tampering before allowing them to be eaten 

2. Use costumes, masks and wigs marked ‘Flame 
Resistant’ as these products will resist burning. Flimsy 
billowing costumes should be avoided to minimize the risk 
of contact with candles or other sources of ignition 

3. To make little ‘‘goblins’’ more visible to motorists at 
night, costumes can be trimmed with reflective tape, which 
will glow in the beam of a car’s headlights. Reflective tape 
can be purchased at hardware, bicycle and sporting stores 
Children should carry flashlights to see and be seen more 

4. Costumes should be short enough to prevent children 
from tripping. Mother’s high heels are not a good idea for 
safe walking. Hats and scarves should be fitted securely to

prevent them from slipping over children’s eyes 

5. Apply a natural mask of cosmetics rather than have 
children wear a loose fitting mask that might restrict vision 
or breathing 

6. Swords, knives or similar

7. Smaller children should be accompanied by an older 
responsible child or adult. Children should walk on side 
walks, not in streets, or cross lawns where ornaments, 
furniture or low trees present danger.

Backround Scripture: Isaiah 40 
Devotional Reading: Hosea |4 


Old Testament prophecy is full 
of moral indictments and pre- 
dictions of woes to come if those 
prophecies are not heeded, as 
often they were not. But the proph- 
ets also brought messages of com- 
fort and consolation, even after 
the people failed to heed them 
and suffered tragic consequences 
That's what Isaiah 40 is all about 
and, in fact, all of Isaiah 40-55 is 
sometimes called ‘‘The Book of 
the Consolation of Israel’’ 

Like the people of Israel we 
need both types of messages. We 
need warnings of judgement so 
that we might not fail and we al- 
sO need assurances and consola- 
tion when we have failed. We need 
to hear God’s command to ‘‘Re- 
pent!’’, and we also need to hear 
him say: ‘‘Comfort, comfort my 
people, says your God. Speak ten- 
derly to Jerusalem, and cry to 
her that her warfare is ended, 
that her iniquity is pardoned...’’ 
(40:1,2) 


GOD STILL REIGNS! 

But when we have truly suffer- 
ed, experienced tragedy, failure, 
alienation, disillusionment, en 
mity, rejection, or persecution, 
how can God give us *‘comtort'’? 
Isaiah told the exiled people of 
God that ‘‘the glory of the Lord 
shall be revealed’’ (40:5). Con- 
solation in the midst of human 
depression and suffering is to be 
found in being reassured that, 
although our lives are in shambles, 
God still reigns. ** The grass with- 
ers, the flowers fade; but the word 
of our God will stand forever’’ 
(40:8). When we look at ourselves 
and our own resources, we may 
dispair. But, if we look to God,

we find that our hope is in his re 
sources, not ours 

It is our temptation to look at 
our own circumstances and gen- 
eralize from them that life is hope- 
less and meaningless. But our 
Perspective is too naroow and we 
can not see far enough into the 
universe or to the future. Our 
views may be accurate enough 
so far as they go, but we must never 
assume that what we see is all there 
is. That's why Isaiah reminds us: 
**Who has measured the waters 
in the hollow of his hand and mark- 
ed off the heavens with a span..?”’ 
(40:12). At our own personal level 
--or even the level of our own 
community or nation--we may find 
that life is coming apart and God 
does not seem to be prevailing. 
But God is not limited to those 
levels: ‘‘Have you not under- 
stood from the foundations of 
the earth? It is he who sits above 
the circle of the earth...”’ (40:21b, 
22a). 

POWER TO THE FAINT 

When I look out upon our world 
today, I am tempted to dispair 
when I see greedy people ruining 
our planet, despots persecuting 
the helpless, violence ruling the 
city streets, millions starving and 
living in filth, arrogant rulers 
threatening the peace and security 
of this world. But Isaiah reminds 
me that ‘‘It is he who...brings 
princes to nought, and makes the 
rulers of the earth as nothing. 
Scarcely are they planted, scarcely 
sown, scarcely has their stem 
taken root in the earth, when he 
blows upon them, and they wither, 
and the tempest carries them off 
like stubble’’ (40:23 ,24) 

Our comfort, our consolation 
is in the faith that from God we 
can draw the strength to endure 
and prevail, even when we have 
been exhausted and drained of all 
our vitality. ‘‘Even youths shall 
faint and be weary, and young 
men shall fall exhausted; but they 
who wait for the Lord shall renew 
their strength, they shall mount 
up with wings like eagles, they 
shall run and not be weary, they 
shall walk and not faint’’ (40:30, 
31)

Byron Trail Bill 
Becomes Law 


The President has signed into 
law a bill introduced by U.S 
Representative Beverly Byron 
designed to dramatically 
increase the number of hiking 
trails throughout the country 

Known as “Rail to Trails,” 
the legislation would allow local 
authorities to claim abandoned 
federally granted railroad 
rights-of-way for conversion to 
hiking trails. 

“I am delighted with the pass- 
age of my bill,” said Rep 
Byron. ‘‘This is a very 
important step forward in 
developing a nationwide trails 
system. It should significantly 
improve recreational oppor- 
tunities for the country." 

The legislation would reclaim 
land orginally given by the 
federal government to rail- 
roads, but no longer in use. The 
bill offers local authorities the 
first opportunity to claim these 
abandoned rail lines for con- 
version to trails. The majority 
of these federal land grants 
occurred in the west and mid- 
west 

“Abandoned railroad tracks 
offer us the best and easiest 
conversion to hiking trails,” 
said the fifth-term representa- 
tive. ‘‘If these opportunities are 
fully utilized, this nation could 


see an increase of thousands of 
miles of trails by the year 2000. 


It is presently estimated that 
30,000 miles of federally 
granted rights-of-way lie 
abandoned in the United 
States.”’ 

The ‘‘Rails of Trails’’ 
legislation became Public Law 
100-470 when the President 
signed Byron's bill at the White 
House

To help children become 
more physically fit, the Mary- 
land Commission on Physical 
Fitness of the Maryland 
Department of Health and 
Mental Hygiene (DHMH), in 
cooperation with the Maryland 
Association for Health, 
Physical Education, Recreation 
and Dance has developed a new 
pamphlet titled “A Family 
Physical Fitness Plan.” 

The pamphlet aims to 
educate parents about the bene- 
fits of a physically active life- 
style for their children and 
offers ideas on how parents can 
help their children achieve and 
maintain an acceptable level of 
physical fitness. 

‘Many people harbor the 
illusion that youth just 
naturally get enough exercise 
through unorganized play and 
sports,”’ said Linda Vanderhoff, 
executive director of the 
Commission on Physical Fit- 
ness. ‘‘But most young people 
sit at a desk most of the day and 
in front of the television most of 
the evening.’’ Vanderhoff said 
those sedentary habits make 
many youngsters high-risk 
candidates for coronary heart 
disease and obesity. 

“Only 33 percent of this 
nation’s schools offer daily 
physical education, so the job of 
developing fitness has to be con- 
tinued at home with the 
family,’’ said Vanderhoff

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Maryland Scenic And Wild Rivers 
Act Marks 20th Anniversary 


The Scenic and Wild Rivers 
Program, of the Maryland 
Department of Natural 
Resources’ Capital Programs 
Administration, notes that this 
year marks the 20th anniver- 
sary for the Maryland Scenic 
and Wild Rivers Act, as well as 
that of the Federal Wild and 
Scenic Rivers Act. Passed by 
the General Assembly in 1968, 
the Maryland Act is one of the 
oldest state river conservation 
laws in the country. 

The Scenic and Wild Rivers 
Program (SRP) is the only 
Maryland river conservation 
program that promotes the con- 
servation and protection of 
designated scenic or wild rivers 
and their environments through 
the development of river 
management plans. The most 
significant of these rivers are 
eligible to be designated as 
“wild” or ‘‘scenic’’ by the 
General Assembly and included 
in the Maryland Scenic and 
Wild Rivers system 

Two mandated inventories of 
Maryland’s rivers were 


completed in 1984 and 1986, with 
40 rivers inventoried and 
studied, resulting in 18 rivers 
identified as eligible for 
inclusion in the state system 
Eight rivers thus far have been 
designated as scenic with one, 
the Youghiogheny, being 
designated as scenic and wild 

Four scenic river manage- 
ment plans, for Deer Creek, The 
Severn River, Anacostia River, 
and the Pocomoke River have 
been completed. 

One of Maryland's oldest 
scenic river conservation 
boards, the Monocacy River 
Local Advisory Board, is in its 
10th year. Many of its recom- 
mendations are included in the 
Scenic River Management Plan 
now being completed 

The Wicomico-Zekiah Scenic 
River System recently started 
its management planning with 
the creation of a local advisory 
board and the initiation of 
monthly planning meetings 
Recognized at one time as an 
Area of Critical State concern

Bay region by the Smithsonian 
Institution, this area represents 
one of the few remaining hard- 
wood swamps left in Maryland 
The Youghiogheny is the only 
river designated as scenic and 
wild and protected by state land 
regulations. A Yough- 
iogheny Corridor exists to pro- 
vide protection to the river's 
resources. The State, in con- 
junction with the Natural Lands 
Trust, is entering into a land 
acquisition project to purchase 
and protect some of the most 
remote land along the wild 
section of the Youghiogheny. 
The SRP is funding a Yough- 
iogheny Recreational Capacity 
Study conducted by the Penn- 
sylvania State University. The 
SRP is also promulgating Com- 
mercial Whitewater Boating 
Safety Regulations on the 
Youghiogheny to enhance 
safety among boaters. A Yough- 
iogheny River Conservation 
Management Plan is also being 
developed by SRP and the local 
Youghiogheny Advisory Board 
The Patuxent, one of Mary- 
land's largest scenic rivers, has 
received much attention from 
the state in recent years. A 
special Patuxent River Com- 
mission, under the auspice of 
the Department of State Plan- 
ning, was established in 1980 to 
develop and oversee the imple- 
mentation of a Policy Plan for

watershed. Since 
1970, state and local govern- 
ments have purchased several 
thousand acres of riverfront 
land to protect significant 
natural areas and provide 
public access to the river 

About 54 miles of the Potomac 
River, in Montgomery and 
Frederick Counties, are 
designated as scenic. As part of 
the C & O Canal National 
Historical Park, this section is 
entirely in public ownership 
Several islands in the river 
have been purchased by various 
private groups and provide for 
a public and private steward- 
ship effort to protect this 
important watercourse so close 
to Washington, D.C. The SRP is 
working closely with the 
National Park Service, C & O 
Park, Interstate 
Commission on the Potomac 
River Basin and other groups to 
development a management 
plan for this scenic waterway

Senator Paul Sarbanes and 
Senator Barbara A. Mikulski 
last week hailed the passage of 
the Commerce, State and 
Justice Appropriations Bill of 
1988 containing funding for 
Maryland and the Chesapeake 
Bay. The National Oceanic and 
Atmospheric Administration 
(NOAA), one of the agencies 
funded in the bill, NOAA is a 
major participant in the Chesa- 
peake Bay clean-up program. 

“The research supported by 
this bill is critical to the sur- 
vival of Maryland's watermen 
and keeps our Chesapeake Bay 
protection effort on track and 
moving forward,’ said Sar- 
banes. ‘‘It provides for research 
vital to replenishing the Bay's 
fish and shellfish populations 
and underscores Congress’ 
continued commitment to pre- 
serving the Bay as a unique 
national treasure.” 

“The Chesapeake Bay is part 
of our history and must be pre- 
served. It is Maryland’s 
environmental and economic 
lifeline. This funding will help 
ensure that the Bay is properly 
maintained and protected,” 
said Mikulski, who worked as a 
the Senate 
Appropriations Committee to 
have the funding included in the 
bill 

Included in the legislation 
are: $1.6 million for NOAA's 
Chesapeake Bay programs, 
$850,000 for the Oxford Bio- 
logical Laboratory, $500,000 for 
research on MSX and dermo 
oyster $471,000 for

diseases, 


research on striped bass popu- 
lations, and $39 million for Sea 
Grant Programs 

The bill provides $1.6 million 
for NOAA's Chesapeake Bay 
studies which produce data es- 
sential for evaluating the health 
of the Bay and formulating 
policy. In the past few years, in 
conjunction with the Bay-area 
states, NOAA has done work in 
assessing the condition of major 
bay species such as oysters, 
crabs, bluefish and yellow 
perch. It has also been examin- 
ing the effects of the Bay's low 
oxygen and high toxic pollutant 
levels on marine life, knowl- 
edge central to efforts to restore 
the living resources of the Bay. 

The Oxford Biological 
Laboratory, the only national 
marine fishery research facility 
in the Mid-Atlantic area, will be 
a beneficiary of the bill's $5.1 
million grant to NOAA for 
marine habitat research. The 
Oxford facility, run coopera- 
tively by NOAA and the state of 
Maryland, is in the process of 
conducting an array of research 
studies in need of the continued 
funding now assured. 

Other research programs re- 
ceived funding, including 
NOAA studies on oyster 
diseases and striped bass popu- 
lations, and the Sea Grants pro- 
gram, which funds several Bay- 
related research programs at 
the University of Maryland, 
among others. The decline in 
oyster harvests in recent years 
stems from the increased 
prevalence of the MSX and 
dermo oyster diseases in Bay 
waters. The bill commits 
$500,000 to research into halting 
the spread of these diseases 

Another $471,000 will go to 
wards determining the causes 
of the alarming drop in striped

M.R. (Dick) McClung will be

McClung, whose topic will be 
‘Agriculture in the 2lst 
Century,’’ is professor emeritus 
in the division of animal and 
veterinary science at West Vir- 
ginia University, Morgantown, 
W.Va. He is a native of West 
Virginia and a graduate of 
Rainelle High School and West 
Virginia University, majoring 
in animal! science. He received 
his master’s degree at the 
University of Maryland and a 
Ph.D. in animal breeding and 
genetics from Iowa State 
Univeristy 

He joined the West Virginia 
University staff in July 1964 
after a number of years of 
experience with other univer- 
sities, the West Virginia Exten- 


sion Service and as ag 
counselor with the Mononga- 
hela Power Company 

Outside of his regular duties, 
he has served as president and 
director of the Arkansas 
Poultry Improvement Associ- 
ation; director of the American 
Poultry & Hatchery Feder- 
ation; supervisor of the Rhode 
Island Random Sample Egg 
Production Test; secre- 
tary/treasurer of the Council of 
American Official Poultry Test 
for five years; director of the 
West Virginia Feed Dealers 
Association; director of the 
West Virginia Poultry Associ- 
ation; past president and past 
district governor of the Lions 
Clubs; director of the West Vir- 
ginia Cattlemen's Association; 
and advisor of the Beef Cattle

His research work has been 
concerned primarily with 
inheritance of economic traits 
in farm animals and selection 
experiments.

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USDA Hearing 


On Federal Milk 
Orders Continues 


The U.S. Department of Agri- 
culture has announced that the 
public hearing to amend the 
New England, New York-New 
Jersey, and Middle Atlantic fed- 
eral milk marketing orders that 
recessed July 21 in Syracuse, 
N.Y., will reconvene November 
14 at 1:30 p.m. at the Holiday 
Inn, Independence Hall, 400 
Arch Street, Philadelphia, Pa. 

J. Patrick Boyle, adminis- 
trator of USDA’s Agricultural 
Marketing Service, said that 
the agenda includes topics not 
addressed at the initial meet- 
ings, which began on June 27 in 
Syracuse, and followed with 
sessions in Manchester, N.H., 
July 11-14. Added to the agenda 
are proposals to require hand- 
lers (federally regulated milk 
dealers) to pay producers for 
milk three times a month. Cur- 
rently, milk producers in the 
New York order area receive 
payment once a month, and 
those in the Middle Atlantic 
order area are paid twice 
monthly. The proponent, the 
National Farmers Organization 
(NFO), claims more frequent 
payments are necessary to re- 
duce the consequences to pro- 
ducers of a handler going bank- 
rupt 

Because the department con- 
cluded that the NFO proposals 
for more frequent payment 
lacked wide producer support, 
the proposal was not on the first 
agenda. An order the NFO 
obtained, however, from the 
Federal District Court in the 
District of Columbia requires 
that the proposals be con- 
sidered further at a hearing, 
Boyle said. The payment pro- 
posals included in the original 
hearing notice also will be con- 
sidered at the November meet- 
ing. 


Statewide Harvest 


Of Crops Continues 

During the week ending Octo- 
ber 3, soybean harvest got 
underway and planting of small 
grains increased in activity 
Topsoil moisture averaged 70 
percent adequate and 30 per- 
cent short, according to the 
Maryland Agriculture Statistics 
Service. Subsoil moisture was 
75 percent adequate and 25 per- 
cent short. There were 6.2 days 
suitable for field work during 
the week. Pasture conditions 
remained at 70 percent good 
and 30 percent fair. Current hay 
supplies were 85 percent 
adequate and 15 percent short. 

Corn had reached maturity on 
85 percent of the acreage, com- 
pared to 90 percent last year at 
this time and for five year 
average. Silage has been cut on 
95 percent of the acreage to be 
cut for silage, five percent 
ahead of last year but equal to 
the five year average. Corn for 
grain had been harvested on 45 
percent of the average. Last 
year at this time 60 percent of 
the grain had been harvested 
and on average, 50 percent of 
the grain is harvested at this 
time. 

Soybeans are in good condi- 
tion on 60 percent of the 
acreage, with 40 percent 
reported in fair condition. Soy- 
beans were turning color on 60 
percent of the acreage, com- 
pared to 75 percent last year 
and 80 percent on average 
Thirty percent of the acreage 
was shedding leaves, compared 
to 50 percent for last year and 
for the five year average 
Harvest was just beginning, 
with one percent of the soy- 
beans harvested by the weeks 
end. 

Winter wheat seeding was 
just getting underway with 
about five percent of the crop 
seeded, compared to 10 percent 
last year at this time and 15 per- 
cent historically 

Barley and rye seeding were 
2 percent seeded, compared to 
30 percent last year and 40 per- 
cent historically. 

Alfalfa hay had been cut four 
times on 70 percent of the 
acreage, compared to 55 per- 
cent last year and 75 percent for 
the five year average 

Apples were in good condition 


in most areas. Apple harvest 
was progressing at the average 
pace with 65 percent harvested. 
WEATHER 

Maryland's weather for the 
week ending September 30 was 
cool with showers in varying 
amounts throughout the state. 
Precipitation averaged 0.97 
inch. Western Maryland 


averaged 1.53 inch. North 
Central Maryland averaged 
0.97 inch. The southern region, 
west of the bay, averaged 0.73 
inch and the Eastern Shore 
averaged 0.83 inch. Precipita- 
tion ranged from 0.59 inch at 
Snow Hill to 2.29 inches at Han- 
cock. Temperatures for the 
week averaged 64.0 degrees, 0.6 
degree below the normal of 64.6 
degrees. Minimum tempera- 
tures were mostly in the 
mid-40’s to low 50's, except in 
extreme Western Maryland, 
where minimum temperatures 
dipped to the mid-30's 
Maximum temperatures were 
mostly in the low mid-80's with 
scattered maximum's in the 
low 90's.

Years Have Revolutionized Harvesting 


Harvesting has evolved over 
the years from hand picking to 
machines that harvest 
hundreds of acres of grain ina 
few days. 

Recently, several John Deere 
Harvester Works managers 
were brought together to talk 
about this evolution of harvest- 
ing equipment. The 
discussed ranged from the his- 
tory of combines to the future 
generation of harvesting equip- 
ment. 

The following article is the 
fourth written based on those 
conversations. 

BUYERS RATE COMBINES 
ON A LOT MORE 
THAN PRICE 

Purchasing a combine is not a 
routine decision. It’s a decision 
based on considerable thought, 
comparison and matching to 
individual harvesting 
situations 

All combine buyers have their 
own priorities and standards, 
but the bottom line is a reliable, 
affordable, efficient combine 

A recent survey was 
conducted for John Deere 
through Western Illinois 
University and the University 
of Saskatchewan in Canada. 
Farmers were asked what 
factors they considered before 
purchasing a combine. Nearly 
1,500 surveys were completed 
and returned to the universities 

Surprisingly, price was not 
the purchase consideration 
most often mentioned by 
farmers responding to the 
survey. Farmers throughout 
the U.S. and Canada rated price 
consideration second while 
placing heavy emphasis on 
what boils down to combine 
reliability 

The most frequently noted 
combine purchase decision 
factor was dealer support, 
which was listed first by more 
than 800 farmers. 

The farmers emphasized 
reliability when they cited 
dealer support (56.4 percent), 
ease of routine maintenance 
(38.6 percent), and combine 
uptime (34 percent) as major

By placing dealer support 
ahead of price, the farmers 
acknowledged that a _ trust- 
worthy, helpful dealer is as 
important a part of the 
purchase decision as the 
combine. A reliable dealer 


mean: more reliable com- 


bine, both short and long-term. 

“They evaluate the dealer- 
ship and its services just as 
carefully as the combine,” says 
Larry Barquist, service man- 
ager for John Deere Harvester 
Works. ‘‘To many farmers, the 
machine is only as good as the 
dealer 

Barquist said farmers depend 
on dealers for information, both 
before and after a purchase. 
“Our dealers answer questions 
on everything from harvesting 
speeds and combine adjust- 
ments to grain quality. As a 
manufacturer, we place heavy 
emphasis on dealer training to 
help them these 
questions 

‘This is an area where 
dealers really get a chance to 
show the farmer that the dealer 
will do anything it takes to pro- 
vide service and support. This 
helps farmers realize they are 
not buying just a machine, but 
also service and support from 
the dealer and the manu- 
facturer. One of the dealer’s 
goals is to enhance the 
reliability of the product 
through their support to the 
customer.” 

Besides support from the 
dealer and the company, 
farmers also consider the 
reputation of the company and 
the quality of combines that the 
manufacturer builds. They look 
for the machine that over the 
years has proven reliable and 
efficient. ‘‘A reliable combine is 
the key to increasing harvest 
efficiency."’ said Barquist. 

Ease of routine maintenance 
also plays a role in reliability, 
suggests Jasper. ‘‘Farmers 
look very closely at how easy 
the machine is to service. They 
know routine maintenance will 
ultimately affect the reliability 
of that machine 

‘We make a big effort to build 
a reliable machine that is easy 
to service. Those two qualities 
complement each other. A 
combine that is easy for a 
farmer to routinely service and 
maintain is more reliable 
during harvest, and the regular 
maintenance will help the 
machine hold its overall value 
right up to trade-in.” 

One way manufacturers have 
made combines easier to ser- 
vice is by incorporating 
‘grease banks" into their 
designs. These make it possible 
to lubricate several hard-to 
reach places from a_ single, 
more accessible location 

Other improvements have 
come as a result of advance- 
ments in bearing, seal, chain, 
and sprocket construction 

‘While some of these 
improvements may seem small 
by themselves, manufacturers 
have utilized every possible 
advantage they offer to 
improve the overall reliability 
and ease of service of the entire 
combine,"’ says Barquist 

In addition to reliability, 
farmers pay considerable 
attention to trade-in value 
“When farmers purchase a 
well-built, reliable machine, it 
gives them peace of mind to 
know they will potentially get a 
higher trade-in allowance on 


the next combine they

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ABC Sports Commentator Jim McKay 
To Be Grand Feature Parade Marshal 


ABC Sports Commentator Jim 
McKay will be the Grand Marshal 
of the 2ist Annual Autumn Glory 
Festival Grand Feature Parade, 
which will be held Saturday, Oc- 
tober 15, beginning at 1 p.m. in 
downtown Oakland. The parade is 
among the highlights of the four- 
day Autumn Glory Festival 
celebration. 

In 1968, McKay became the first 
sports commentator ever to win an 
Emmy Award; since then, he has 
won nine more, including the 
1981-82 Emmy as Outstanding 
Sports Personality/Host. For 1972, 
he was given two Emmys, one for 
sports coverage and the other for 
news reporting of the tragic events 
surrounding the Black September 
terrorists’ attack on the Israeli 
athletes in the Olympic Village in 
Munich. McKay is further disting- 
uished among sports commenta- 
tors by having received the George 
Polk Memorial Award for 
Journalism for his work in Munich. 
He says he is ‘“‘extremely proud”’ of 
that award, since only one is given 
annually in the field of network TV. 
The West German Federal 
Republic awarded him the 
Officer’s Cross of the Legion of 
Merit for his reporting from 
Munich in 1972. The Austrian 
Government awarded him the 
Olympic Medal in 1977 for his work 
at the 1976 Innsbruck Winter 
Games. 

Overall, McKay has covered 10 
Olympics and all were for ABC,

‘‘ABC’s Wide World of Sports’”’ 
has begun its second quarter of a 
century of sports programming in 
1986.

in 1947. His was the first voice ever 
heard on TV in Baltimore. He func- 
tioned as writer, producer, di- 
rector, newsman, sports com- 
mentator and on-camera perso- 
nality for WMAR-TV until he came 
to CBS in New York in 1950 as host 
of a variety show. 


Through the 1950s, sports 
commentary more and more 
became his primary assignment 
for CBS. He was anchorman for the 
Masters and PGA Golf Champion- 
ships and also covered college foot- 
ball, horse racing and other sports. 
He now appears as anchorman for 
ABC on its golf telecasts, as well as 
events like the Indianapolis ‘‘500’’, 
Kentucky Derby Preakness 
Stakes, Belmont Stakes and 
others, in addition to his regular 
appearances on ‘‘Wide World.” 


McKay was honored for his 
coverage of horse racing, having 
received the 1984 Old Hilltop 
Award from Pimlico Race Course 
in Baltimore, for “his outstanding 
coverage of thoroughbred racing 
for more than 20 years.’’ He also 
received the Engelhard Award 
from the Thoroughbred Breeders 
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of Kentucky in 1978 for ‘“‘his out- 
standing ability to convey the 
essence of thoroughbred racing to 
his TV audience.” 


Born in Philadelphia on Sep- 
tember 24, 1921, he moved to Balti- 
more when he was 13. He was 
graduated from Loyola College 
there and then entered the U.S. 
Navy as an officer during World 
War II. At the war’s conclusion, he 
was captain of a minesweeper. In 
1981, he returned to Loyola College 
to receive the honorary degree of 
Doctor of Humane Letters. His 
biography is included in ‘‘Who’s 
Who in America.”’ 


McKay lives with his wife, 
Margaret, in Westport, Conn. 
Under her married name, 
Margaret McManus, she is a nat- 
ionally-known syndicated writer 
on Washington personalities. They 
have a son, Sean McManus, and a 
daughter, Mrs. Charles Fontelieu. 
When time permits, McKay enjoys 
playing golf, tennis and skiing. The 
McKays now operate a horse farm 
in Maryland, from which they 
breed and race thoroughbreds.

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I. R. Rudy Is Selected 


Honorary Golden Ambassador 


Irvin R. ‘“‘Bob’’ Rudy, Oakland, 
who has been involved in the pro- 
motion of Garrett County in 
various ways for nearly four 
decades, was named the Honorary 
Golden Ambassador of the 21st An- 
nual Autumn Glory Festival at the 
Festival Kickoff Reception last 
night at the Wisp Ski Resort. 

A native of Oakland, Rudy is the 
owner of I.R. Rudy’s Inc., which 
operates Rudy’s Department Store 
in Oakland and Rudy’s Ski Shop at 
the Wisp Resort, McHenry. He 
assumed the management of 
Rudy’s in Oakland from his father 
in the early 1960s and opened his 
ski shop at the Wisp, then Marsh 
Mountain Ski Area, in the mid 
1950s. Rudy’s in Oakland has 
shown continued growth since that 
time, while the ski shop has ad- 
vanced from a small corner with 
one counter to a modern, full- 
service ski shop that is associated 
with SSL, a national group of ski 
retailers. 

Rudy has worked for the ad- 
vancement of Garrett County in 
three major areas: retail mer- 
chandising, industry, and recrea- 
tion. He was a member of the Deep 
Creek Lake-Garrett County Pro- 
motion Council when the Council 
published its first Vacation Guide, 
which was part of the initial effort 
to make Garrett County a year- 
round resort area. He was in- 
strumental in the development of 
Marsh Mountain as a ski area, 
which was first operated by the 
Promotion Council and the Deep 
Creek Lake Ski Association. Later, 
he assisted in the transfer of the ski 
area’s ownership to Helmuth Heise 
in 1964, a move which has led to 
tremendous expansion of the Wisp, 
making it one of the most popular 
ski areas in the East. 

Rudy also served for 25 years on 
the Mountaintop Chamber of Com- 
merce, aS a member and officer, 
and received a special award from 
the Chamber in 1981. 

One of Rudy’s major contribu- 
tions to local industry was as a 
member of the first Garrett County 
Development Corporation, which 
was an offshoot of the Promotion 
Council. Rudy was among a hand- 
ful of local business persons who 
served on the Corporation and 
were responsible for the attraction 
of various industries to Garrett 
County. One of the contacts made 
by Rudy and the committee was to 
a corporation by the name of 
Bausch & Lomb, which ultimately 
came to Garrett County and now 
provides hundreds of jobs to local 
residents. 

Rudy was also a key figure in 
organizing the first Autumn Glory 
Festival in 1967, which at that time 
was called the Turkey Festival. He 
was the chairman of the festival’s 
Grand Feature Parade that year 
and, because of his vigorous efforts 
in that critical first year, the 
narade was a huge success and has 


since been one of the major 
highlights of the Festival. 

Even before the creation of the 
Autumn Glory Festival, Rudy was 
among those who organized the 
first train and bus tours to Garrett 
County, both for autumn sight- 
seeing and for skiing during the 
winter months. 

Rudy remains active in the

Capital Improvement Program 


Discussed By Education Board 


The Capital Improvement 
Program was the major topic of 
discussion at the regular 
monthly meeting of the Garrett 
County Board of Education last 
Thursday 

The program outlines con- 
struction through 1995, and in- 
cludes various phases of the 
Southern High School renova- 
tion project, several additions 
at Northern High School, and 
the construction of a Lynn 
Valley Elementary School to 
consolidate the present Loch 
Lynn and Red House Elemen- 
tary Schools 

Superintendent of Garrett 
County Schools Dr. Jerome 
Ryscavage noted that certain 
phases of the program had been 
altered since the board discuss- 
ed it at last month’s meeting. 

The program now adds an ad- 
ditional four classrooms at Nor- 
thern High School, bringing the 
total construction to eight new 
classrooms and an auxiliary 
gymnasium. Ryscavage noted 
that the new classrooms would 
be used for drafting, health oc- 
cupations, journalism, and a 
career center. They would also 
accommodate four present 

floating’’ teachers and 
prepare for possible growth at 
the high school in the future 

Ryscavage noted that he met 
with Ed Green, Northern High 
School principal, to make a

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GCC Board Meeting Highlighted By 
Good News On Finances, Enrollment 


4 300 percent increase in cash 
on hand and a 35 percent 
increase for fall enrollment 
were reported at Garrett 
Community College’s Board of 
Trustees meeting held Tuesday 
night 

Financial Report 

A favorable financial report 
for GCC was presented Tuesday 
night to the Board of Trustees 
by Rodeheaver and Associates, 
C.P.A. 

Cash on hand increased over 
300 percent from the previous 
fiscal year, from $16,900 to 
70,511. Outstanding debt was 
reduced considerably. The long 
term debt was decreased by 48 
percent, leaving $59,245 to be 
paid. Short term payables were 
reduced by nearly 17 percent, 
strengthening the college’s 
ability to meet current 
obligations 

College Comptroller John 
Culp stated that one of the 

brightest pieces’’ of news in 
the financial report was that the 
college had increased its fund 
balance in the current year by 
$93,321 on educational and 
general expenditures of 
$2,104,607. According to Culp, 
this ‘greatly enhances’? GCC’s 
ability to build superior 
programs that meet the needs 
ot Garrett County 

The college's revenue picture 
for fiscal year 1988 was up by 
nine percent. Private gifts, 
grants and contracts were over 
$59,000 and a 17 percent 
increase in tuition and fees 
were two of the main factors in 
the favorable revenue picture. 
Auxiliary revenues, which is 
generated by the bookstore and 
cafeteria, increased nine 
percent also 

Culp said that President 
Stephen Herman, GCC’s Board 
of Trustees and the Garrett 
County Commissioners have 
brought about the college's 
strong financial position by 
their efforts and their support. 

Fall Enroliment 

Dr. Lillian Mitchell, Dean of 
Instruction and Student 
Services, said that 612 people 
are currently attending the 
college, which is an increase of 
35 percent. She said that most of 
the students are attending the 
McHenry campus. Full-time 
equivalency’s (FTE) are up by 
25 percent 

Dr Stephen Herman, 
president, said that GCC’s 
enrollment grew at a higher 
percent than any other 
community college in the state 
The statewide average increase 
was seven percent, compared to 
GCC's 35 percent. He said that 
the last time GCC had over 600 
people attending the college 
was in the spring of 1984. 
Student Services 
Mitchell said that the 
has received over 
$200,000 in financial aid 
available for students, with 
$99,000 of the money available 
being pell grants from the 
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federal government 

Mitchell said that the student 
government has been invited to 
Frostburg State University 
(FSU) to begin planning for 
joint activities for students at 
GCC and FSU 

Mitchell also said that GCC 
won fourth place for their float 
in the Autumn Glory Parade 
held last Saturday 

Vocational 

Mitchell said that GCC has 
been sending staff members to 
attend classes on upgrading and 
revising vocational training 
through DACUM (Develop A 
Curriculum) Mitchell 
explained that the DACUM 
program has been started to 
attract students and to meet the 
needs of employers 

The first DACUM training 
classes will be held in 
November and the subject will 
be resort management 
planning. There will also be two 
DACUM classes held in the 
spring 

Mitchell stated that nurses 
from Allegany County will be in 
Garrett County on November 3 
to talk to anyone interested in 
nursing and to do a needs 
assessment for Garrett County 
to see if a nursing program at 
GCC would attract enough 
participants 

Mitchell said that GCC is 
working on an agreement to 
enable students to attend GCC 
for a year and then finish 
nursing studies at Allegany 
Community College. She 
explained that if someone is 
interested in such a program it 
is important that they attend 
the meeting to express their 
views

Against Numerous Birth Defects 


When Christina Wolfe arrived 
in this world at Garrett County 
Memorial Hospital last 
December 28, it took just 
seconds to realize that she had 
multiple physical problems 
After closer examination, it was 
apparent that the chances of 
her very survival were rather 
slim 

Despite what seemed to be a 
perfectly normal pregnancy, 
Christina was born with 
numerous birth defects, in- 
cluding a hole in her heart, 
spinal and rib deformities, a 
cleft palate, and a severely 
deformed outer ear. Only time 
would tell if her intellectual 
abilities were also impaired 

She was transferred to West 
Virginia University Hospital in 
Morgantown where she clung to 
life and eventually underwent 
three different operations. 


Friends of her parents, 
Donald K. Wolfe Jr. and Donna 
L. Wolfe, Red House, quickly 
organized a fund-raising effort 
for the family to assist with 
Christina’s mounting medical 
bills and related expenses 
Copies of the photo below, taken 
soon after her birth, appeared 
on money containers that were 
placed on local business 
counters. Company C, of the 
12lst Engineer Battalion, 
Maryland Army National 
Guard, Oakland, of which 
Donald Wolfe is a member, 
assisted in the effort. 

While funds were being rais-

Water Releases 
From Randolph 
Lake Cancelled 


The U.S. Army Corps of Engi- 
neers’ Baltimore District has 
that no increased 
releases planned 
from Jennings Randolph Lake 
this weekend. Because of low 
water levels in the Potomac 
River, the Corps deems it un- 
likely that any more water re- 
leases will be made in 1988 

The Howell Run Boat launch 
will also be closed the rest of the 
season 

The Corps makes occasional 
water quality releases from 
Randolph Lake to flush 
accumulated sediment from the 
bed of the North Branch Po- 
tomac River. These 
are made on an 
basis and raise river stages to 
levels that are also useful to 
boaters and rafters 

This flushing is helpful to 
the river from Luke to Paw 
Paw, W.Va. Each release, how- 
ever, consumes more than 1.6 
billion gallons of water and 
lowers the water level in Jen- 
nings Randolph Lake by as 
much as eight feet 

In drought years, such as this 
one, when water supplies are 
very limited, the Corps makes 
only essential The 
Corps says it tries to time re- 
leases tor the weekends to aid 
river users, but can only give a 
few days’ notice before the 
actual release. Even then, it is 
common for local showers to 
cancel the need to flush the 
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releases 
primarily cosmetic but ‘as needed” 
Mrs. Wolfe is confident that she 
is well on her way to a normal 
life 

She is really doing just 
Mrs. Wolfe said, ‘‘and I 
just wanted to let all of the peo- 
ple who have done so much to 
help us know how well she is do- 
ing.”

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On The Gun Ban... 


If the number of Maryland voters who come to 
the polls this year is significantly higher, it will most 
likely be because of Question No. 3 concerning the 
gun ban that was passed by the legislature this past 
year. Opponents of the law, led by the National Rifle 


Association, were successful 


in obtaining the 


required number of signatures on a petition to have 
the law brought to referendum. 

The law makes it illegal to manufacture and/or 
sell cheap handguns, commonly referred to as 
“Saturday Night Specials,’’ and also calls for the 
establishment of a nine-member panel to determine 
just what constitutes cheap handguns. 

The NRA and other related groups are spending 
hundreds of thousands, probably millions, of dollars 
to convince the public that this is a bad law, one that 
is unconstitutional and one that will do nothing to 


control crime. 


Once again we are going to stick our necks out in 
conservative Garrett County and suggest that this is 
a law that should be left on the books for now and at 
least given a chance to succeed. 

While there are dozens of arguments on each 
side of the question (some of which are presented 
elsewhere on this page today), we wish to challenge 
just two of them in this column today. 

Two of the major claims by opponents of the law 
are that, one, guns should in no way be regulated 
and, two, that such regulation is in violation of the 
Second Amendment to the U.S. Constitution. 

While few of us enjoy regulation, we are 
surrounded by it in dozens of forms. Manufacturers 
of electrical appliances must meet UL approval, or 
their products cannot be sold. Automobile 
manufacturers must continually meet safety and 


pollution requirements. 


The sale and use of 


fireworks is restricted or banned in most states. 
Sawed-off shotguns, machine guns, and crossbows 
are illegal. Contractors must meet certain safety 


requirements 


in every phase of building 


construction. Why is it that, in this day and age, 
something as deadly as a handgun, especially a 


cheap one, 


has no regulation? 


And why the 


tremendous uproar, when so many other things in 


our lives are regulated? 


The uproar is probably because none of the other 
items mentioned above has anything to do with an 
amendment to our Constitution. When there is a 
question of constitutionality, strong emotion is 


usually prevalent. 


However, we submit that cheap handguns and 
their owners are not protected by the Second 
Amendment, and numerous Supreme Court rulings 
over the years substantiate this claim. 

In 1939 the Court unanimously upheld a federal 
ban on sawed-off shotguns and other ‘‘gangster- 


style’? weapons, saying, ‘ 


‘It is not within judicial 


notice that this weapon is any part of ordinary 
military equipment or that its use could contribute 


to the common defense.”’ 


As late as 1982, the Supreme Court upheld a local 
handgun ban, noting ‘‘the right to bear arms is 
inextricably connected to the preservation of a 
militia...the right to bear arms extends only to those 
arms which are necessary to maintain a well- 


regulated militia.” 


When asked to review and 


overturn the decision, the Court refused. 

We believe that if the Supreme Court is called 
upon to issue a judgment on Saturday Night 
Specials, the decision and rationale would be similar 


to those above. 


Cheap handguns are of no use to anyone but the 
criminal. While a criminal may still acquire one, 
with or without the law, doesn’t it make sense to 
make it more difficult for him to do so?

To th i 
Maryland's new law prohibit- 
ing the manufacture and sale of 
Saturday Night Specials and 
handguns which cannot be de- 
tected by airport or courthouse 
security devices was a major 
part of the 1988 legislative 
agenda. Strongly endorsed by 
Governor William Donald 
Schaefer, the law was passed 
overwhelmingly by the General 
Assembly. The new law 
authorizes a Handgun Roster 
Board, which includes law 
enforcement officials, to 
publish a roster of handguns 
which can be used for legiti- 
mate law enforcement, sport- 
ing, or self-defense purposes 
Saturday Night Specials and 
Non-detectable handguns will 
be kept off the roster. The gun 
lobby will spend enormous 
sums of money in an attempt to 
overturn the law by referendum 
in November 

This law is a sensible and 
workable approach to eliminate 
these dangerous weapons 
Chiefs of police, sheriffs, and 
rank and file police officers 
represented by the Fraternal 
Order of Police and the Mary- 
land Troopers Association 
support the law. They know 
better than anyone else how 
dangerous Saturday Night 
Specials and Non-detectable 
handguns are 

Marylanders across the State 
have joined us in this campaign 
Our supporters include 
religious communities, the busi- 
ness community, labor unions, 
professional groups, and civic 
organizations 

Low quality handguns cannot 
be used for legitimate law 
enforcement, sporting, or self- 
defense purposes. They are 
often the weapon of choice of 
criminals, including those who 
killed Senator Robert Kennedy 
and who wounded President 


Ronald Reagan and James 
Brady. Additionally, because it 
is poorly made and unreliable, a 
Saturday Night Special can be 
very dangerous to anyone 
attempting to use it. 

Technology on the horizon 
will soon create handguns made 
almost entirely of ceramics and 
plastic. They would not be 
detectable. They would under- 
mine the effectiveness of air- 
port and courthouse security 
devices, leaving us vulnerable 
to terrorist and criminal acts. 

The National Rifle Associ- 
ation is the primary force 
behind the effort to overturn 
this nuch needed law. They 
fought all efforts in the United 
States Congress to ban cop 
killer bullets and private owner- 
ship of machine guns. They 
pressured the Florida Legis- 
lature into gutting the State's 
handgun laws. They came into 
Maryland and funded the peti- 
tion drive to put this law on the 
ballot. They now are funding an 
expensive advertising cam- 
paign designed to mislead 
Marylanders and result in re- 
jection of the law 

The NRA campaign began 
with deceptive radio and print 
ads claiming that the law will 
ban all handguns. That is false 
the law only prohibits poor 
quality and Non-detectable 
handguns. We all denounce this 
blatant attempt to mislead 
Marylanders 

We spend our lives fighting 
crime. We have worked hard to 
apprehend and imprison 
criminals: Maryland has the 
sixth highest incarceration rate 
in the Nation. We have fought 
for and won tough anti-crime 
laws such as a mandatory sen- 
tence for crimes committed 
with handguns. 

Now we need your help. 

Citizens for Eliminating

organizing a Statewide cam- 
paign to bring the truth about 
this new law to the people of 
Maryland. They need the sup- 
port of as many individuals and 
organizations as possible to 
beat the NRA and keep Mary- 
land’s lifesaving law alive.

To the Editor: 

The Maryland Gun Ban Law, 
Referendum 3, has as its stated 
objective to keep a certain class 
of “easily obtainable, cheap 
(inexpensive), low quality, 
small,’’ etc. handguns out of the 
hands of MD criminals, thus 
eliminating much of the state’s 
crime and making it a wonder- 
fully safer place to live. Well, 
gee, this really sounds like 
‘‘Ma’s All American Apple Pie”’ 
doesn't it? Let’s just take a 
couple of bites and see how it 
tastes. 

Let’s start with “easily ob- 
tainable.”” Wait! What's this? 
You say that since 1970, if I 
want to go to a gun store and 
legally buy a gun, I have to wait 
seven days after application 
and submit to a State Police 
background check? Well, that 
sure is easy, especially since 
there's a rapist loose in my 
neighborhood and I need it now 
I see! If I’m a criminal, I can 
just go out on the black market 
and get one, have one imported 
with my next batch of drugs or 
just plain steal one and not 
worry about any laws. Whew! 
That sure is a relief! 

O.K. Now let's try “‘inexpen- 
sive.”’ You say that with this 
law, the handgun that I wanted 
to buy to protect myself from 
rabid animals while cutting 
firewood that used to cost $100 
now is priced at $1,000? (It's 
very hard to hold a rifle in one 
hand and cut firewood with the 
other and the rifle will do 
precious little good if the rabid 
animal happens to have gotten 
between you and the tree that 
your rifle is now leaning 
against)! Well, that law sure 
did take care of ‘‘cheap.”’ 

Now let's try a bite of “low 
quality.’’ We'll just say for the 
sake of argument that I'm a 
criminal, so I'm going to want a 
gun I can't depend on, one that 
might blow up in my face, one 
that another criminal wouldn't 
give me a dime for if I needed 
some quick cash, one that the 
cylinder would fall out of just as 
I pointed it at my next victim 
Ha! Sorry, Charlie. I prefer the 
good ones like the police use or 
maybe even better 

O.K. Now for ‘small, light 
and low caliber."’ Let's say I'm 
a petite, single woman who has 
decided that it is necessary for 
me to exercise my Second 

Amendment right of choosing 
an arm with which to defend 
myself. (Responsibly of course 
by learning proper safety and 
handling). Of course I'm going 
to choose 4 iarge, wirly 
Harry" model, one that is at 
least four sizes bigger than my 
hands. I will want it to weigh 
enough to stretch my arm to 
look like a monkey's after hold- 
ing it for several minutes. It will 
have to make enough noise to 
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knock a house down at 20 paces 
with enough recoil to launch me 
into the next county and be cap- 
able of spraining my arm with 
every shot. Nuts! I guess I'll 
just have to forego my right of 
choice if this law stays on the 
books. Now if I’m a criminal on 
the other hand, I know these 
guns aren't going to do some 
poor person in a crime-infested 
neighborhood any good, be- 
cause I'll closely examine their 
little gun if they pull it on me as 
I try to victimize them, and I'll 
know that it probably won't be 
able to hurt me very much and I 
might even live if they use it on 
me. Like Fun! I'll probably 
beat a hasty retreat and hope I 
make a better choice of a victim 
next time or maybe even come 
to my senses and decide it is 
safer to work for a living. 

Well, have you found out that 
this pie just might have been 
made from rotten apples and 
spoiled dough? I could have 
gone on for about two more 
pages, but if our voters really 
look for substance in this law 
and what it can and can’t do, I 
feel they will find it a lie full of 
empty promises. 

I think it is far better to sup- 
port the more than 10 organi- 
zations of Maryland that oppose 
this empty law, including the 
NRA, which, contrary to what 
some people would have us be- 
lieve, is heavily involved in law 
enforcement training, promotes 
safe and responsible gun owner- 
ship, and supports legislation 
which would require stiff and 
mandatory sentences for 
criminals committing crimes at 
the back of a gun. (Ask your 
legislators why they ignored 
this measure in the last session 
and let the criminals off the 
hook while trying to penalize 
the inanimate object). I also 
wouldn’t put much stock in 
what position politically-ap- 
pointed law enforcement heads 
such as police chiefs have to say 
since they are usually not at 
much liberty to disagree with 
the person appointing them!

NRA's solution 


BLADENSBURG—During the 
seven peak years of the Vietnam 
War, 42,300 American soldiers 
were killed in combat. During those 
same seven years, more than 
52,000 Americans were murdered 
with handguns on the streets of our 
cities and towns. 

It might be plausible to defend the 
Vietnam War effort by appealing to 
traditional American values, such as 
the belief in the right to defend our- 
selves and our “national interests.” 
But who would take up the cause of 
defending the American Handgun 
War, as it has come to be called? 
Who else but the National Rifle 
Association (NRA), the most pow- 
erful pro-gun lobbying group in the 
nation 

Against an overwhelming wall of 
facts and a swell-tide of considered 
opinions, the NRA has fought rab- 
idly against any form of gun con- 
trol, and they have done so very 
successfully. It is almost inconceiv- 
able that the U.S. should lack a 
strong form of handgun control, and 
yet it is so. While 50 people ~ 
die in one year in Japan as a result 
of handgun abuse, handguns will 
claim as many lives in an average 
day in the United States. 

Japan is not at all unique in this 
respect. Emit arrassiigi »~u he 
us. that is unique in flowing the 
sale of handguns to continue with 
so little restraint and with such dis- 


astrous uence. 
The gun lobby has managed to 


convince the American le that 
any handgun control legislation 


is no solution 


will inevitably result in drastic re- 
strictions on property. This is 
plainly not so. All politically rea- 
listic pieces of handgun legislation 
that have managed to survive the 
massive efforts of the NRA to 
squelch them have clearly not been 
concerned with limiting the sports- 
man's or the homeowner's access to 
firearms appropriate to their needs. 

This includes HB 1131, the hand- 
gun bill signed into law by Gov. 
William Donald Schaefer in May 
The NRA ad campaign has repeated- 
ly emphasized that neither the 
words “cheap” nor “Saturday night 
special" appear in HB 1131, There 
is, however, no rational justifica- 
tion for believing that any guns 
other than Saturday night specials 
will be affected by this law. Even 
the most cursory look at the lan- 
guage of the law itself will reveal 
that the NRA is not out to raise 
awareness of the issues—they are 
out to deliberately misrepresent 
them 

HB 1131 specifically targets hand- 
pe that are “easily concealable, 
allistically inaccurate, relatively 
light in weight, of low quality and 
manufacture, unreliable as to safety, 
and of low calbre (sic),” and which 
have “no legitimate socially useful 
purpose und ore noe cyitable fre law 
enforcement, self-protection, or 
sporting activities." One would be 
hard to come up with a bet- 
ter definition of a Saturday night 
special; and how better to character- 
ize the word “cheap?”

systematically obfuscating the is- 
sues. By the time election day rolls 
around, they will have poured an as- 
tonishing $3 million into their 
campaign to repeal the Maryland 
gun law. 

One of the most effective tactics 
employed by the NRA is the appeal 
to the Second Amendment. It is 
also surely one of the most mis- 
placed points of emphasis in their 
campaign. 

The amendment reads, in full: "A 
well regulated Militia, being neces- 
sary to the security of a free State, 
the right of the people to keep and 
bear Arms shall not be infringed.” 

It is easy to see why the first half 
of the amendment is often passed 
over by NRA supporters. The 
amendment indeed upholds the right 
of citizens to bear arms, but only in 
the context of a state militia. 

There are five cases in which the 
U.S. Supreme Court has ruled on 
the Second Amendment. In all five 
cases it has ruled that the intention 
of the amendment was not to pro- 
tect the individual's right to bear 
arms, but to protect the right of a 
state militia (i.¢., the National 
Guard) to bear arms. 

Now who should we take to be 
the authority on constitutional 
law—the Supreme Court of the 
United States or the National Rifle 
Association? 

Keeping HB 1131 on the books 
will certainly not lead to the eradi- 
cation of crime, nor will it put an 
end to the killings. The goal of the 
legislation is more modest: to try 
and make this society a saner one. 
NRA backers insist that under such 
a law only “outlaws” will have 
guns, and thus they advocate a poli- 
ev which has resulted in a virtual 
“firearm-free-for-all.” 

By leaving handguns unregulated 
we surely invite the killings to con- 
tinue. In the end, the NRA's solu- 
tion is no solution at all. 
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Building Trades 
Training Program 
Offered By GCC 


A unique training program 
designed to meet the growing 
for productive, skilled 
employees in the construction 
trades will soon be underway at 
Garrett Community College 

This 18-week class, scheduled 
to start in November, is offered 
in cooperation with the Western 
Maryland Consortium. It is 
designed to prepare students 
with the capabilities they'll 
need to enter the building 
trades this spring. Students will 
be trained to assume positions 
as carpenter helpers or carpen- 
ters, masonry helpers, elec- 
trician helpers or carpet in- 
stallers. They will also be equip- 
ped to function effectively in re- 
tail associated with 
building, and in the manwu- 
facturing of building materials 
as well as in service, remodel- 
ing and maintenance positions 

The college is currently 
recruiting students for the new 
class. According to a GCC 
spokesman, the class is 
especially appropriate for 
individuals who have had mini- 
ma] construction experience in 
the past or have indicated an 
interest in construction work 
for the future. It would also be 
valuable for individuals who 
are very qualified in one area of 
construction, but are seeking 
skills in another 

Tuition for the class is funded 
by the Job Training Partner- 
ship Act, so it is free to those 
who qualify economically 
Financial help is also available 
to meet related expenses 

This program is important 
for the community as well as 
the participants because it 
provides vital job skills for 
those employment,” 
the spokesman said 

Students, who range in age 
from 18 to 59, will begin their 
studies by learning basic math 
for carpenters, building trade 
terms, blueprint reading and 
fundamentals 
hey then progress to 

hands on" learning activities 
in Frame Carpentry. This in- 
cludes learning how to frame 
walls, ceilings, and 
roofs, as well as how to build 
steps and do repairs. Their final 
learning will involve 
specializing in ten-week ses- 
either masonry, 
plumbing, electrical wiring or 
finish carpentry 

Throughout the training, 
students learn building tech- 
niques by constructing a small 
building, which will be sold and 
used for an office or beauty 
shop at the end of the session 
Upon completion of the course, 
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each student will have achieved 
specific competencies in frame 
carpentry as well as in his 
individual specialty 
Students also will have been 
trained in appropriate work 
habits, getting along with co- 
workers and employer 
employee relations. In the 
spring, those students who have 
demonstrated a high level of 
competency in all areas, will be 
ready to join the building trades 
work force

began to

sale, Becky spotted an oppor-

Mrs. Sanders described her 
reaction when Becky told them 
about her idea. ‘‘We just laugh- 
ed at first, but then we realized 
she was serious, and decided to 
help her out all we can.”’ 

When Visniski learned of 
Becky's decision, she noted, “‘I 
was rather surprised because of 
her age, but I also thought her 
a plus. Young 
minds have a lot of ideas, and I 
also felt she wouldn't ‘burn out’ 
as quickly as an older person. I 
felt she would be an asset to the 
business 

Visniski remained to train 
Becky, and now helps her in the 
shop whenever she is needed, 
working mainly in the mornings 
while Becky is in school. 
However, Visniski likes to con- 
sider herself ‘‘part of the fami- 
ly’’ rather than an employee. 

‘The business is basically 
family-run, and I’m there to 
help when she needs me.” 

She noted that she enjoys hav- 
ing the roles reversed now. “‘I 
love it!

Becky also helps out with the 
animals and housework at 
home. According to her mother, 
“she doesn’t do as much now 
because of the business, and I 
help out with her share. I feel I 
can make that sacrifice so she 
can get the business built up.” 

Mrs. Sanders noted that, so 
far, she feels Becky's decision 
to purchase the shop was a good 
one. ‘‘She’s done everything I 
thought she could and more. We 
didn’t realize the work involv- 
ed, but it’s the same with 
anything. I really have to hand 
it to Becky for trying this. If she 
wouldn't have gotten to do it, 
she would have always 
wondered, but she got her 
chance.” 

Becky noted that she 
sometimes does encounter 
some problems because of her 
age. ‘‘People will come in and 
ask to speak to the owner.

The Soil Conservation Service 
plays an important part in both 
regional and state contests. 
Judging the Region I contest 
was SCS State Soil Scientist 
Carl Robinette. Robinette will 
also judge the contests in the 
other five regions and the state 
contest 

The local SCS Office was also 
involved, with District Conser- 
vationist Garry Morfoot and his 
staff assisting land owner Don 
Ringer in digging the holes and 
preparing for the contest 

Four holes are required, one 
for practice and training and 
three for the teams to judge. 
Morfoot stated that he was very 
appreciative of Ringer, who 
provided the backhoe needed to 
dig the four holes, and also that 
the Ringer farm provided an 
excellent setting for the contest, 
in that the cropland was contour 
stripped 

‘‘Many times, these contests 
are held in a large grass field 
and the teams must keep in 
mind that because of the slope, 
the land should be contour 
stripped. Here the example was 
already in practice for them to 
see,’’ Morfoot said 

Land Judging is not a simple 
contest. It takes a lot of study, 
memorization, and practice. In 
Maryland, alone, there are 
more than 700 soil types. 
Farmers must know soil condi- 
tions and proper management 
practices to produce 150 to 200 
bushel per acre corn crops 
Some soils are not capable of 
such production, and it is a 
waste of time and money to use 
these soils in this manner. 
Knowledge of the properties of 
soils enables farmers to most 
effectively use their soils 

This same reasoning is 
applied when soils are to be 
used to support a housing 
development. Therefore, every- 
one needs basic knowledge of 
soils and landscapes before 
growing vegetables, establish- 
ing a lawn or selecting a site for 
a house 

People must learn to recog- 
nize the capability of land 
what you can do and what you 
can't do with it,’’ Morfoot said. 

Most of these kids will never 
farm, but they will need to 
consider soils when buying land 
to build homes. People don't 
seem to be as smart about land 
use as they were 100 years ago, 
and that’s why contests such as 
this are so important.” 

Morfoot added that seasonal 
high-water tables are not 
widely recognized, and can end 
in loss of property and destruc- 
tion 

The three most important 
things to look for when land 
judging, according to Morfoot, 
are drainage, depth and 
texture. Soil texture is very 
important. It influences a soil’s 
available water capacity; tilth, 
ease of tillage; resistance or 
susceptibility to erosion; drain- 
age and permeability; and 
capacity to absorb and release 
nutrients. Therefore, texture 
exerts a profound influence on 
soil productivity and manage- 
ment requirements 

The depth of a soil is consider- 
ably important both for agri-

uses. During droughty periods, 
crops on shallow soils usually 
are the first to show damage be- 
cause of the lack of moisture. 
This results from a soil volume 
that cannot hold adequate 
water.

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UMPC Agriculture, Life Science 
Colleges Boost 1988 Enrollment 


Sometimes, you have to 
sacrifice quality in order to get 
said Dr. Glenn 
Patterson. ‘But when you look 
at the colleges of Agriculture 
ind Life Sciences, it’s pretty 
lear we have both.”’ 

Patterson, acting associate 
jean for resident instruction, is 
commenting on the brighter 
enrollment picture for the two 
colleges at The University of 
Maryland-College Park. While 
total university undergraduate 
enrollment is down five per- 
cent, and agriculture enroll- 
ment nationally is down more 
than 30 percent, enrollment in 
the College of Agriculture is up 
18 percent, from 460 in 1987 to 
541 in 1988. New freshmen 
enrollment increased from 34 in 
1987 to 37 in 1988 

The College of Life Sciences 
enrollment dropped at a rate 
with campus-wide 
figures, going from 1,499 
tudents in 1987 to 1,446 in 1988 
But new freshmen enrollment 
n the college increased, from 
72 in 1987 to 300 in 1988. ‘‘We 
feel that the enrollment decline 
has been reversed in the College 
if Agriculture and slowed down 
n the College of Life Sciences,”’ 
said Patterson

‘hancellor for Agricultural 
Affairs and dean for the Collegs 
f Agriculture and Life 
Sciences, noted that SAT scores 
for freshmen entering both col- 
eges are above campus aver- 
age.

Twenty percent of the United 
States population works in agri- 
culture-related jobs off the 
farm, Mullen said. There are 
more job openings than 
students to fill them, par- 
ticularly in the agriculture 
business field.

Mullen spreads the good word 
through career-day presenta- 
tions at high schools, program 
specific brochures, and through 
Science Scholars Day. The 
Scholars Day gives high school 
juniors the opportunity to work 
in small groups with university 
researchers in their College 
Park labs 

“If we make sure that 
4-H’ers, high school and com- 
munity college students know 
what we have to offer,”’ said 
Miller, ‘‘our’ excellent 
programs and teaching will 
keep good students once they 
are here and turn them into 
recruiters once they graduate.”

A Dangerous Precedent... 


It would affect us here — right here in Garrett County! What 
would? The Massachusetts animal care referendum to be voted 
on by the citizens of that state in the November election 

If this referendum passes, it would, indeed, set a dangerous 
precedent across the entire nation, and be felt by livestock and* 
dairy producers in each and every state. The Massachusetts 
referendum began as a bill in the state’s legislature, and was 
overwhelmingly defeated. The state of Massachusetts, however, 
has an initiative process, whereby citizens’ groups may initiate a 
referendum to be placed on the ballot if there is enough support 

The Massachusetts initiative was sponsored by the Coalition 
to End Animal Suffering and Exploitation (CEASE), and is being 
opposed by the Massachusetts Farm Bureau and the 
Massachusetts Committee To Save the Family Farm. The 
referendum calls for the creation of a five-member ‘‘scientific 
advisory board" that could establish compulsory regulations 
governing the feeding, housing, transportation and slaughter of 
farm animals. This board could also dictate the specifications for 
new or remodeled livestock and poultry facilities 

The fact is that no farmers would sit on the board! Four 
members of the five-member board would come from animal 
rights groups. This animal rights and state dominated board 
would have the right to eliminate the raising of milk-fed veal 
calves, require anesthetics for routine agricultural procedures, 
require dairy farmers to replace their stanchion-type barns with 
open-housing barns, and in the end, put a great percentage of 
Massachusetts farmers out of business. 

The economic impact of this ‘‘rights referendum'’ would be 
astronomical to farmers in Massachusetts. The director of the 
Massachusetts Department of Food and Agriculture’s Division of 
Animal Health, Mabel Owen, said the passage of the referendum 
would require that at least $10,000 worth of changes be made on 
each of the state’s livestock farms during the 18-month ‘‘grace 
period.’’ Beyond that point, more than $60,000 per livestock farm 
would have to be expended, according to Jay Slattery, 
Massachusetts Farm Bureau executive director. The cost to the 
state's dairymen alone is expected to be close to $90 million. And a 
$6 million tab is being faced by the state’s poultry industry to 
meet the referendum’s requirements, if passed 

The state's top agricultural official, Ag Commissioner August 
Schumacher Jr., said it would cost the state’s farmers $100 
million to comply with the referendum’s provisions. He said the 
CEASE proposal is ‘‘unnecessary, unworkable, costly and 
unfair."’ He says the state already has tough animal protection 
laws, and even the proponents of the ballot question acknowledge 
that humane treatment of farm animals is the rule in 
Massachusetts 

The Massachusetts farmers are fighting back, but make up 
only one-tenth of one percent of the state’s population, and the $2.4 
million the Committee to Save the Family Farm feels they need to 
raise in order to defeat the measure does not compare with the 
funds available to the Massachusetts animal rights groups. The 
Massachusetts Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals is 
known to be the wealthiest animal welfare group in the country, 
with more than $40 million in assets 

The Committee to Save the Family Farm and the 
Massachusetts Farm Bureau are using the funds they collect for 
media spots to inform Massachusetts voters about the facts of the 
referendum and the detrimental effect it would have on the 
state's animal agriculture. According to Slattery, more funds are 
urgently needed. Contributions may be sent to: Massachusetts

A similar animal rights bill passed in California, but failed to 
become law before the legislature adjourned on August 31 
Similar legislation may be introduced in the state’s next 
legislative session 

The animal rights movement has made strong advances in 
Europe. In Sweden, legislation has been passed requiring the 
phasing out of laying hen cages, banning individual confinement 
and tethering of sows and requiring dairy and beef cattle to be 
grazed outdoors year around — despite Sweden's severe winters 

This Massachusetts referendum may be just part of a much 
larger effort by animal rights activists, whose goal seems to be to 
eliminate the use of animals for food, research, pleasure and 
fashion. Most disturbing to farmers, who very often take better 
care of their animals than of themselves, is that these activists 
believe animals should have the same rights as humans 

Maryland may very well be the next target of animal rights 
activists, as some form of animal rights legislation is already in 
the hopper to be introduced in the 1989 General Assembly 

This is not a threat that is going to disappear. We must fight, 
we must educate, we must continue to set an example of humane 
care of the animals we raise. We must also attempt to convince 
the people of the United States that agriculture — as a holistic 
concept depends on animal production, and without it, the 
environment would suffer, the economy would suffer, and the 
country's people would eventually suffer hunger just as surely as 
third world people are suffering hunger today

High fat milk replacers may 
be just what the doctor ordered 
for dairy calves living in 
hutches during winter 

Penn State University re- 
searcher Larry Muller housed 
3% calves in 25 or WS degree 
Fahrenheit environments. They 
were fed milk replacer con- 
taining 10 percent, 17.5 percent 
or 25 percent fat (on dry matter 
basis) 

Calves housed below freezing 
had a 32 percent higher main 
tenance energy requirement 
Those fed 10 percent fat milk re- 
placer actually lost weight 

“This suggests that feeding 
higher fat, higher-quality milk 
replacer is the best route,” says 
Muller. He notes that 3.5 per 
cent whole milk is equivalent to 
28 percent fat on a dry matter 
basis 

Another idea is to feed 20 


nerrent th WD nerrent (twa ta 


four pounds) more whole milk,”’ 
adds Muller. ‘Adapt calves 
gradually to higher feeding 
levels, or try fortifying milk 
with about one-fourth a pound of 
milk replacer, and avoid over- 
dilution.”

TEST RESULTS ON AFLATOXINS 

So far I have had four corn samples analyzed for aflatoxin 
The news is good. Although each sample contained low levels of 
the fungus Aspergillus, that causes aflatoxin poisoning, there was 
no danger of feeding to all livestock. However, if mold appears 
during storage the corn should be retested. Also, another factor in 
our favor was the hard frosts that occurred last week that retards 
the growth of Aspergillus 

Four test samples are not enough to say that we are ‘“‘out of 
the woods” yet. If you have suspect corn, have it checked for 
Aspergillus. I need approximately 10 pounds of corn to have it 
analyzed 

CUTTING NEWLY ESTABLISHED ALFALFA 

My answer to cutting newly established alfalfa is to use 
caution! The young plants are not deep rooted yet and many will 
not make it through the winter. If you are going to harvest, make 
sure the alfalfa plants are dormant. Even though we have had 
some hard frosts it is possible that the plants have had some 
protection such as volunteer small grains. Secondly, mow high. 
The small plants have not had the opportunity to develop a lot of 
buds for next year so don’t cut them all off. There is a risk in

Soil Moisture 
Declines Again 


During the week ending 
October 17, soil moisture began 
to decline as rains during 
October have been light and 
scattered. Topsoil moisture 
averaged 40 percent adequate, 
55 percent short and five 
percent very short, according to 
the Maryland Agriculture 
Statistics Service. Subsoil mois- 
ture was 60 percent adequate, 
35 percent short and five per- 
cent very short. There were 6.9 
days suitable for field work 
during the week. Pasture 
conditions were 60 percent good 
and 40 percent fair. Current hay 
supplies were 85 percent ade- 
quate and 15 percent short. 

Corn had reached maturity on 
virtually all of the acreage, the 
same as last year and the five- 
year average. Silage harvest 
was nearing completion, with 
about 1-2 percent of the acreage 
remaining to be cut. Corn for 
grain had been harvested on 70 
percent of the acreage, 70 per- 
cent of the grain is harvested at 
this time 

Soybeans are in good condi- 
tion on 65 percent of the acre- 
age, with 35 percent reported in 
fair condition. Some late soy- 
beans may have been caught by 
freezes in the last week, but the 
extent of the damage appears 
limited. Soybeans were turning 
color on 95 percent of the acre- 
age, compared to 90 percent 
last year and 95 percent on 
average. Eighty percent of the 
acreage was shedding leaves, 
compared to 75 percent for last 
year and for the five-year aver- 
age. Harvest was 15 percent 
complete by the week's end, 
compared to 20 percent last 
year, and 25 percent on aver- 
age 

Winter wheat seeding was 40 
percent complete, compared to 
45 percent last year at this time 
and 45 percent historically. 
Barley was 70 percent seeded, 
equal to last year’s pace and the 
average. Rye seeding was 60 
percent complete, compared to 
65 percent last year and 65 per- 
cent historically. Oats were 
seeded on 25 percent of the acre- 
age, 20 percent behind last year 
and 25 percent behind the aver- 
age 

Alfalfa hay had been cut four 
times on 90 percent of the acre- 
age, equal to last year and the 
five-year average. About 20 per- 
cent of the alfalfa hay acreage 
had been cut five times 

Weather 

Maryland's weather for the 
week ending October 14 was 
cool with precipitation mostly 
in the west. Precipitation aver- 
aged 0.04 inch. Western Mary- 
land averaged 0.11 inch. North 
central Maryland averaged 0.01 
inch. The southern region, west 
of the bay, had no rain and the 
Eastern Shore averaged 0.05 
inch. Temperatures for the 
week averaged 48.4 degrees, 
10.4 degrees below the normal

Inventory Increases 


Inventory of all hogs and pigs 
in the U.S. on September 1 is 
estimated at 58.3 million head.

The 
breeding inventory, at 7.30 
million head, is down three per- 
cent from June 1, 1988. How- 
ever, the market hog inventory, 
at 51.0 million head, is five per- 
cent above June 1, 1988.

U.S. hog 
producers intend to have 3.00 
million sows farrow during the 
September-November quarter, 
five percent more than last 
year.

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A Broader Viewpoint... 


The attention of the world has been focused upon 
an icy, remote spot in Alaska for the past three 
weeks where a major effort was underway to free 
three California gray whales trapped in the ice. One 
of the whales died last week, but the other two were 
freed yesterday when a Soviet ice-breaker blazed a 
trail for them to freedom. They rejoined other 
whales that were apparently waiting for them and 
are now presumably on their way to warmer, 
southern waters. 

There are many who believe the rescue effort, 
which cost approximately one million dollars, was 
an inexcusable waste of money and manpower, and 
another intrusion of nature’s way by man. Their 
feeling was that the whales should have been left 
alone to die, for this is Mother Nature’s way and it 
happens all the time anyway. It just happened that 
these trapped individuals were discovered. 

Some thought the whales should have been shot, 
to spare them from a more agonizing death. 

From a narrow, economic point of view, these 
critics are probably correct — there are thousands 
of other more important causes and needs in this 
world toward which these monies and manpower 
could have been expended. The California gray 
whale is not even listed among the endangered 
species. 

We prefer to consider a broader viewpoint, 
however, and submit that this rescue effort was not 
only warranted, but was well worth it. 

The teamwork that made the rescue possible 
involved individuals and organizations that are often 
bitter enemies of each other, coming together for a 
change and working toward a common goal. 
Environmentalists, including Green Peace, worked 
hand in hand with a major oil company, Mobil, 
which donated all the fuel for the ships and aircraft 
involved. More importantly, the rescue afforded still 
another opportunity for Americans and Soviets to 
work together, side by side, to further strengthen the 
much-improved relationship between the two most 
powerful nations in the world. Other nations, many 
of whom are always wary of the U.S.-Soviet 
relationship, were watching and had to feel good 
about the cohesive effort. 

In the realm of science, the experience provided 
a wealth of new knowledge about the whale to 
marine biologists and scientists. 

From the standpoint of this being an invasion of 
nature, thank heavens we human beings have been 
given by our Creator the know-how and ingenuity to 
interrupt and change nature’s way. Although some 
of our tampering has been ill-advised and 
sometimes results in disastrous consequences, if we 
allowed Mother Nature to have her way all the time, 
then we would cease our battle against disease, we 


would do nothing to attempt to save endangered 


species of animals, 


and 


we would take no 


precautions against natural forces, such as the 


weather. 


Even without the benefits listed above, it seems 
important that we continue to respond this way to 
similar situations in the future. The day we turn our 
backs on some of God’s innocent creatures who are 
struggling for life and unable to help themselves, 
simply because of the monetary expense that may 
be involved, will be the day that mankind loses one 
of his most important, fundamental values.

MOCRACY” here in the U.S.A. 
but ‘“‘UNIONCRACY."”’ The 
restoration of democracy to our 
country would appeal to most of 
the 90%, of loyal American citi- 
zens and voters who are not 
labor union members or sympa- 
thizers. The candidate who 
firmly adopts that goal could 
easily win the coming election 
and become our next President 

An overwhelming vote for the 
‘Pro-Democracy"’ candidate, 
would give him a strong man- 
date to take the quick and 
drastic actions needed to get 
our country back into full pro- 
duction at competitive world 
prices. And, that would mean 
major concessions in wages and 
salaries.

You make your stand on this 
by citing that HB 1131 does not 
violate the 2nd Amendment to 
the U.S. Constitution, yet your

mation. The Constitution, as 
enacted by our forefathers, is 
one of the reasons we are a 
great country today.

We're called the ‘‘quiet’’ healthcare professionals. Although 
many patients get to know us better than their other care givers, 
the media mirrors the greater given to 
doctors and nurses 

We're physical therapists, highly-educated and highly-skilled 
professionals involved in rehabilitation and preventive health in 
nearly every medical specialty from pediatrics to geriatrics 

The image that probably leapt into your mind first was of a 
physical therapist treating an aching back or helping a patient 
learn to walk with braces. That's just a part of today's physical 
therapy 

When you see a mother who has just given birth up and 
around in days, you might thank post-partum physical therapy. 
When a premature baby makes it, you can figure that a neo-natal 
physical therapist was involved. On and on through the life cycle, 
the physical therapists are there 

When heart attack, stroke, and trauma victims amaze you 
with unexpected rehabilitation, inquire about their physical 
therapists. When a neighbor gets a fitness screening and begins a 
fitness program, ask ‘‘Who’s your physical therapist?”’ 

It would be nice if you could watch physical therapists at 
work with patients and doctors. Once a physical therapist makes 
a comprehensive evaluation and begins treatment, hours are 
spent in consultation, reporting what are called ‘‘progress notes,”’ 
and coordinating with related healthcare professionals about 
medical, pyschosocial, or other aspects of cases 

Our time with patients is what we call ‘sharing the 
challenge”’ that is, realizing potential and reaching 
rehabilitation goals for the patient. It is exciting, inspiring, and 
rewarding work, often taken for granted by nearly everyone 
except a grateful patient and family 

Our education can be a combination of undergraduate and 
graduate studies with clinical education, which often includes an 
internship. Throughout our careers we are engaged constantly in 
continuing education and, in some cases, research 

Physical therapy is ‘‘busting out all over’’ as a field. Besides 
the practice and research in medical specialties, we are very 
involved in sports physical therapy, back therapy and back school 
programs, pain control, arthritis treatment, and preventive 
health programs 

We have revolutionized injured-worker rehabilitation by 
using job-specific work hardening, a technique that hastens the 
safe and productive return of workers to jobs 

Our one thousand member professional association, the 
American Physical Therapy Association of Maryland, provides 
free speakers, public service announcements, and warm-up and 
cool down exercise demonstrations for teams, leagues, 
runathons, etc 

October 23-29 is Physical Therapy Week. It’s a good time to 
think about physical therapists and to plan to get a winter 
activities fitness screening and fitness program 

But we'd be pleased, too, if you'd do a couple of good stretches 
in our name and quietly say, ‘Thanks, physical therapists.”

To the Editor: 

Our letter is in regard to an 
October 13 decision made by the 
Garrett County Board of Edu- 
cation 

On April 27, 1988 we requested 
a school bus route extension to 
Kitzmiller Elementary School 
be made on East Main Street in 
Kitzmiller. Our request was 
denied by Michael Sines, Super- 
visor of Pupil Transportation, 
because of the Garrett County 
Board of Education's policy on 
school operations. That 
policy states that ‘‘no bus will 
pick up children within one mile 
of an elementary school and one 
and one-half miles of a high 
school.'’ We appealed Mr 
Sines’ decision to John Morris, 
Assistant Superintendent of 
Administrative Services, who 
also denied it, and then to Dr 
Jerome Ryscavage, Superin- 
tendent of Schools, who too 
denied it. We understand that 
they all made their decision 
based on Board policy. 

Our next route of appeal was 
to the Garrett County Board of 
Education itself. On September 
8, 1988, an appeal hearing was 
held. At the meeting we voiced 
our concerns about our children 
walking to school. Our main 
concern is the safety of the chil 
dren. We fee! that it is much too 
far for pre-schoolers, 
kindergartners and first and 
second graders to walk. They 
also will have to cross State 
Route 38 at the main intersec- 
tion of town. 

The weather is also a factor. 
In the winter the children will 
have to walk in the road be- 
cause the town sidewalks are 
not kept cleared. Besides the 
snow, the cold weather is not 
healthy to be out in and the first 
day of school is a good example 
that even a warm dry can bea 
very wet day 

We are aware that other chil- 
dren in the county cross major 
highways to go to school, but we 
are sure if this situation could 
be avoided, it would. Why make 
an extra risk for the children if 
it is unnecessary and can be 
prevented? 

The reasons the Board gave 
us for their decision were: 

1. Our homes are within one 
mile of the school. The farthest 
home is approximately nine- 
tenths of a mile away and, 
according to the transportation 
department, it is 5,247 feet from 
the school door to the turn- 
around spot the bus would use 
That is 33 feet short of being a 
mile 

2. Also, the Boarc members do 
not feel that it is too far for the 
children to walk. It would take 
the children about one-half hour 
to reach the school. There 
would be seven children who 
would ride the bus this year and 
more in the future. Two Board 
members did come to look at 
the eoute het to our knowledge 
they did not walk it 

We parents do not feel the 
Board of Education had the 
safety of our children first in 
their minds when making this 
decision. It seems that rules 
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and mileage were more impor- 
tant. We are quite aware that 
we need rules and regulations 
and that they must be followed 
but if the safety of our children 
is at stake then it’s time for a 
change in these rules. The 
Board can make these changes 
and should. It is not a State 
regulation that children within 
a mile must walk, but a Board 
policy. We would also like to 
add that we do not let our chil- 
dren walk to school; we trans- 
port them ourselves. We will not 
put undue risk on our children 
We also have to take our non- 
school age children with us 
We feel that there should be a 
lot more emphasis placed on the 
small children of this county by 
the transportation department, 
and there needs to be some 
changes concerning these 
smaller children. Anyone who
